DEMOCRATIC BALLOT 

U.S. Senate: Paul Sadler. In the Texas House 
(1991-2003), Sadler was a champion of education 
and health care, and a budget maven. He’s also the 
only Democrat with even a remote chance to take 
on whoever emerges as the GOP nominee. (His 
opponent, Grady Yarbrough, is a political novice 
and hobbyist with barely a campaign.) Sadler needs 
Travis County turnout; he’s a strong candidate who 
will make the case for Texas Democratic values. 
Constable, Pet. 2: No Endorsement. Incumbent 
Adan Ballesteros and challenger Michael Cargill 
basically embody the reasons why citizens grow 
cynical and apathetic about public officials of all 
stripes. (See “Mud & Experience,” May 11.) 


REPUBLICAN BALLOT 

State Senate, District 25: Jeff Went- 
worth. Wentworth’s a dying breed in the 
increasingly polarized Republican Party 
(state and national), to the point that we 
hesitate to endorse him lest it be used by 
his opponent to brand him as less than 
ideologically pure. We’ve had plenty of dif- 
ferences with the senator over the years, 
but he’s been a solid representative of his 
party’s positions without requiring a 
scorched-earth approach to public policy; 
his opponent is a hard-right ideologue who 
would be an unyielding demagogue and a 
net subtraction in the senate.

Getting what we Pay For 

Considering the costs of community - and the benefits 


It’s a fitting coincidence that the consul- 
tant’s report on Austin Police Department 
staffing arrived almost simultaneously with 
an Austin American- Statesman Sunday 
front-pager on rising property taxes in 
Travis County. The Police Executive 
Research Forum “Patrol Util- 
ization Study” reviews APD’s 
current level of police staff- 
ing, projects population 
increases, and concludes 
that by 2017 we’ll need 
257 more APD staff 
members. Shifting 29 of 
those positions to non- 
officer staff - “civilian- 
izing” them, as the PERF 
report phrases it - could 
reduce the specific demand 
for sworn officers (thus cut- 
ting the overall price tag a bit). 

The July 1 Statesman report 
(“Property taxes up 38% in 10 years”) 
does not specifically address public safety 
expenses (on the cost side, reporter Marty 
Toohey touches primarily on infrastructure 
directly related to population growth), but it 
leads with a fairly sobering computation: 


“The property tax bill for a typical Austin 
home rose 38 percent between 2000 and 
2010, adjusting for inflation, while the medi- 
an income remained stagnant.” Toohey’s 
math seems reasonable, although his cen- 
tral household case reflects rapidly ris- 
ing property values more than 
rising tax rates, and several of 
his more foreboding sources 
are political curmudgeons 
with axes to grind. 

As a homeowner, I 
don’t find it a cause for 
celebration that my 
property tax bill has 
risen steadily during the 
last decade. But I’m also 
aware that homes in my 
northeast Austin neighbor- 
hood have more than dou- 
bled in value during that same 
period, and that, should I put my 
house on the market tomorrow, I would 
realize much more than my initial invest- 
ment. Like many others, my “income” may 
have stagnated in recent, recessionary years, 
but my “wealth” (at least in unrealized 
potential) has certainly increased, in a city 


that has weathered that recession relatively 
well compared to the rest of the nation. 

Beyond that initial, self-serving calcula- 
tion, I’m also aware that our city, school 
district, county, and community college sys- 
tems have made significant investments in 
public infrastructure and services that have 
on balance made this community more pro- 
ductive, more livable, and more safe. And 
the single largest bite (half or more) of our 
property tax bills - school taxes, for Austin 
ISD - is in large part a direct consequence 
of state government’s continuing refusal to 
create a fair and equitable statewide fund- 
ing system for public education. 

No New Taxes! 

But it’s city budget time, and Toohey’s 
story is just the occasion for the Statesman’s

> The Texas Civil Rights Project has sued the 
city of Austin over its alleged failure to respond 
to an open records request regarding the fatal 
shooting in April of Ahmede Bradley, who was 
killed after fleeing from Austin police on foot after 
being pulled over for a minor traffic violation. 

y Redevelopment plans have been shelved, at least 
temporarily, for the South Lamar Plaza that 
houses the Alamo Drafthouse and other local 
mainstays. Some shop owners at the Fifties-era 
strip had already pulled up stakes before word 
came that developer Greystar’s plans to buy the 
property had apparently fallen through. 

Rain, and lots of it - that’s the big July news this 
year after last summer’s devastating drought. 
Austin’s gotten nearly six inches thus far in this 
normally dry month, compared to virtually none 
last year. In response, Travis County lifted its 
burn ban, and the city of Austin dropped Stage II 
water restrictions on Monday. Rainfall Sunday 
was strong enough to flood Barton Creek and 
overflow Barton Springs Pool, which is closed 
pending subsidence and cleanup: at press time, 
the city had not yet announced a reopening date. 

Water taste funny? A blue green algae bloom in 
Lake Austin is causing a “grassy, earthy, musty” 
taste and odor in Austin water, but not to worry: 
Austin Water assures you it’s perfectly safe. 

y The Holly Power Plant is finally coming down; 
demolition begins Friday, July 20. 

> The U.S. Food and Drug Administration on 

Monday approved for sale a drug that in clinical 
studies has been shown to reduce transmission 
of HIV by up to 75%.

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annual demand that city government 
tighten its belt and not raise taxes. “The 
Taxes Is Too Damn High” editorial came 
in due course, a week later (“Pull back 
on rapid tax increases,” July 8), citing the 
earlier story and demanding no raises 
for city employees (that would certainly 
help stagnate the local median income), 
and either a budget with no tax increase 
or no November infrastructure bond 
package at all (although the $400,000 
proposal would require no increase). 
Simultaneously, harrumphed the edi- 
tors, “A moratorium on growth would 
only stagnate the tax base and weaken 
the job market” - despite the fact that 
Toohey’s story prominently blames 
insufficiently remunerated growth for 
rising taxes. 

All of which brings us round again to 
the PERF report, and those 257 officers 
it says we’ll need by 2017. That’s not sim- 
ply to meet growth - it also reflects the 
recommendation that officers be freed 
up for less on-demand policing and more 
proactive community involvement, even 
as the report concedes that the current 
“two-officers-per-thousand people” stan- 
dard “does not appear to be based on an 
objective assessment of policing needs 
in Austin.” (That judgment, by the way, 
supports Council Member Bill Spelman’s 
uphill argument that there may be better 
ways to spend APD money than simply 
more-officers-per-dollar.) 

Real Needs, Real Money 

In case anybody (even among those 
cool heads at the Bat Cave) has forgot- 
ten, in another set of percentages, pub- 
lic safety currently consumes roughly 
65% of the city’s general funds budget. 
No other category of expenditure comes 
close, and (as the PERF report sug- 
gests), the demand for those services is 
very likely to grow in fairly direct pro- 
portion to the average 2.3% population 
growth expected over the next five 
years. Whether your personal prefer- 
ence is for that 65% (police, fire, EMS), 
or for social services, open spaces, roads, 
parks, or libraries, it’s a good bet we’re 
going to need more of all of them. They 
all cost money. 

There are also several big-ticket items 
that reflect both public sentiment and 
real needs: more and better mass transit 
(rapid bus or urban rail, take your pick); 
a new county courthouse (if you ever 
visit Heman Sweatt, you know why); and 
maybe even a shiny new medical school, 
if it would actually mean greater access 
to health care for the Austinites who 
most need it. 

Speaking only for myself, I’ll wait 
until I hear the city budget debate before 
I decide whether another bump in prop- 
erty taxes has been justified. But on the 
whole, as a community, we have built a 
great city, with a much-admired quality 
of life. We didn’t do so by pretending we 
could get by on the cheap. ■ 


AE and the Lege 

CITY OFFICIALS PLAN FOR POTENTIAL RATE CASE - AND SHIFT IN GOVERNANCE 


No sooner had the City Council passed an 
electric rate increase than local officials 
began fortifying a defense against the pros- 
pect of an unfriendly response from the Legis- 
lature and an appeal by out-of-city ratepayers 
- the “captive customers” of Austin Energy, 
as lobbyist and West Lake Hills resident Dick 
Brown refers to them. 

Whether suburban ratepayers will wage a 
formal challenge depends on the success of 
an ongoing petition drive by a group known as 
Homeowners United for Rate Fairness, 
which is trying to collect 3,000 signatures by 
July 31. The petitioners also must raise suffi- 
cient funds to pay for legal counsel to argue 
their case before the Public Utility Commis- 
sion. Lawyers like HURF attorney Roger Bor- 
gelt (who is, by the way, vice-chair of the 
Travis County GOP) don’t come cheap. 

It’s been suggested that the so-called 
captive customers might instead 
opt to drop their appeal efforts 
and hire a lobbyist like Brown, 
who is an old hand at mov- 
ing Austin-bashing bills 
through the Lege. Accord- 
ing to Brown’s written tes- 
timony, submitted July 10 
to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Business and 
Commerce, suburban 
ratepayers should be able 
to choose their own electric 
provider since they’re not able 
to vote for the council members 
who decide rates and determine 
how to spend the utility’s profits. And, he 
wrote, “The new rate structure targets larger 
homes in the suburbs, so our rates and sur- 
charges will be disproportionately increased.” 

It’s hard to sympathize with suburban 
McMansion dwellers who question why high- 
energy users should pay more for their elec- 
tricity. That’s like asking why Hummer owners 
should have to pay more for gas. Also, didn’t 
they know their electricity would come from 
city-owned Austin Energy before they closed 
on their homes? At the same time, Brown and 
other critics have raised some valid questions 
about how the city spends the revenue trans-

ferred from AE to the general fund. Council 
saw the light after learning, in the midst of 
the rate-making process, that the utility was 
essentially bankrolling the well-run 311 call 
service, which fields more calls about city gar- 
bage pickup than about electrical matters out 
in the ’burbs. The council has since commit- 
ted to re-examine its transfer policies. 

PLEASE DON’T KILL US 

Austin leaders, anxious to delay Lege action, 
are publicly demonstrating their willingness to 
reform by perhaps shifting the governance 
structure from City Council to an independent 
board, based on the San Antonio model that 
governs CPS Energy, the city-owned utility. 
When the council approved the new rate design 
in June, it also directed staff to study man- 
agement models of other municipally owned 
utilities with services areas that reach 

outside city limits. Staff is expected 
to report to council by Oct. 31. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Kirk Wat- 
son and Mayor Lee Leffing- 
well are trying to get in

question of a governance 
change does go to voters, the 
next charter election couldn’t occur 
until 2014, assuming lawmakers end their 
2013 session without fully eviscerating AE. 

Both Watson and Leffingwell signaled their 
support for a governance change at the same 
senate committee meeting that drew a number 
of out-of-city ratepayers fired up about the rate 
increase. Watson, a former Austin mayor, 
serves as vice chair of the committee. 
Leffingwell, perhaps to show that Austin doesn’t 
discriminate against suburbanites, pointed out 
that three members of the city’s volunteer 
Electric Utility Commission live outside the 
city limits. He didn’t name them, but two of the 
three - Chair Phillip Schmandt and Michael 


Webber, both West Lake Hills residents - were 
outspoken supporters of the rate package. 

By most accounts, the majority of the EUC 
(now minus Barbara Day, who resigned last 
month) is sold on the idea of an independent 
board making the decisions that they don’t 
have the power to make. Veteran commission- 
er Shudde Fath says she has supported 
such a governance structure for years and 
points to a 1996 study done by a committee 
of local movers and shakers that weighed the 
pros and cons and recommended the forma- 
tion of an independent board. 

“We don’t need to reinvent the wheel with 
another study,” says Fath, who opposed the 
five-tiered rate structure approved by council. 
Advocates for consumers and low-income res- 
idents had allied themselves with Fath through 
most of the rate-making process, but they 
ended up endorsing the increase (while hold- 
ing their noses) after winning concessions 
before the council vote. So far, many of them 
have been reluctant to support changing the 
governance structure, and point out that the 
CPS board doesn’t exactly have a stellar rec- 
ord of transparency and 
accountability and has 
only recently started 
cleaning up its act. 

“It’s an insular, self- 
perpetuating board that literally nominates 
candidates from within, and votes on their 
replacements without any input from City 
Council,” said Tom “Smitty” Smith, director 
of Public Citizen’s Texas office. 

For Austin, Smith instead favors adding more 
teeth to the city’s existing model. “Our pre- 
ferred methodology at this point is to require 
the City Council to be the board, and to meet 
separately in that role on a regular basis ... 
instead of waiting until there’s a rate case to 
sit down and spend essentially six months of 
intense focus. It would be far better if they 
did that on a more regular basis.” 

To be sure, stronger council oversight would 
at least guarantee a public vetting on major 
decisions. An independent board is only as 
good as the people appointed to it - and 
what guarantee would we have that they’ll 
have the public interest at heart? ■

When Arlington hosted Super Bowl XLV 
in 2011, the city had years to prepare for the 
massive influx of visitors. Austin has had a 
little over two years since first hearing it 
might host a Formula One race to brace 
itself for an estimated 300,000 visitors. Even 
with that accelerated timeline - the event is 
scheduled for Nov. 16-18 - city and county 
staff say they are trying to “overprepare.” 
On July 13, staff from the various FI joint 
planning teams gave a public update on 
their preparations for the week- 
end. The meeting was hosted 
at the city/county Combined 
Transportation, Emergency, 
and Communications Center, 
whose Emergency Operations 
Center will be used to coordi- 
nate the public safety response 
during the event. The briefing 
gave a clearer indication of 
what the city and surrounding 
area should expect from the 
race. Across the three-day race 
weekend, organizers estimate 
120,000 ticket holders will trav- 
el to and from the Circuit of the Americas 
every day. While the track itself is outside 
city limits, spinoff events are already being 
booked Downtown: That means just about 
every local agency will be affected, thus 
the emphasis on joint planning. City 
Deputy Director of Economic Growth and 
Redevelopment Services Rodney Gonzales 
said, “While this race is unlike anything 
Central Texas has experienced before, 
we certainly will be drawing from our 
collective experiences.” 



Gonzales, along with Police Chief Art 
Acevedo, Assistant City Manager Sue 
Edwards, City Manager Marc Ott, and 
Mayor Lee Leffingwell, recently traveled to 
the UK to attend the British Grand Prix at 
Silver stone. During the trip, they met with 
their British counterparts from local gov- 
ernment, law enforcement, and public safe- 
ty. Acevedo’s Twitter feed became a real- 
time news source - somewhat deflating the 
idea that this was “a junket,” as local critics 
had complained, when he 
tweeted that between meet- 
ings he had caught only 15 
minutes of the race itself. The 
Silverstone race was marred 
by bad weather, with 50% of 
the on-site parking closed due 
to rain on Saturday. For 
Acevedo, that was the big take- 
away from the trip - that Austin 
has to build in sufficient con- 
tingency plans to address 
unforeseen events. Acevedo 
said, “Collectively, we’d rather 
be overprepared than be 
caught flat-footed.” 

The bulk of Friday’s media presentation 
centered on transportation. City staff say 
they’re confident that the proposal to use 
shuttles to and from the site is still the most 
effective way to get everyone in and out of 
the event. However, their observations of 
Silverstone suggested they should make 
heavy use of contraflow and dedicated 
lanes, to keep the circulating shuttles away 
from cars and limo traffic. And Travis 
County Planning Manager Michael Hemby 
said local authorities are preparing for “not 
only the participants in the race, the 
bystanders who will come to see the race, 
but the rest of the community who maybe 
wanted to go about their normal daily life.” 
The presentation came with a subtext: 
not just whether Austin can handle singular 
major events, but whether it is fully pre- 
pared to be the 13th largest city in America, 
hosting many big events. Acevedo and 
Travis County Sheriff’s Office Major Phyllis 
Clair assured reporters that their staffs will 
be able to cover race weekend with no 
change in services. Both APD and the 
Sheriff’s Office will restructure staff hours 
and leave in order to provide the 200 offi- 
cers (paid for by the COTA) required on and 
around the track. Similarly, EMS will be 
predeployed around the county - not only to 


provide assistance to racegoers, but also 
to ensure speedy service to other resi- 
dents. However, amid all the backslap- 
ping, Acevedo still found time for an 
indirect complaint about APD under- 
staffing. “It’s just like any other day of 
the year,” he said. “[For] lower priority 
calls, you won’t get an officer there that 
quickly because that’s just the reality of 
the city we operate in.” 

The bigger challenge now may be dis- 
tributing all the relevant information. As a 
first step, the city has launched a dedicat- 
ed FI website, www.austintexas.gov/grandprix, 
to provide information about events both 
on and off the circuit. Gonzales said the 
page will become a model for similar big 
events, including other events at COTA, 
South by Southwest, and ACL Fest. And 
at Silverstone, during race weekends and 
other events, the track broadcasts real- 
time traffic and public safety updates on 
an FM radio station. 

There remains a lot of work to be done 
at the circuit itself. In its latest construc- 
tion update, COTA management 
announced that the first layer of the 
pavement on the track has been laid and 
that work on the pit lane and the team 
garages is nearing completion. The next 
big project is finishing the grandstand. 
And the clock is ticking - 60 days before 
the Nov. 16 events, the completed track 
must pass a full inspection by the Feder- 
ation Internationale de P Automobile, 
the world motor sports governing body. 
The formal inspection by FIA Formula 
One Race Director Charlie Whiting is 
scheduled for Sept. 25; he’s already made 
several visits to the site and will be back 
in August to check on progress. The FIA 
has been cracking down on track quality 
- an important issue for driver safety - 
after controversies in recent years about 
substandard circuits. In a statement after 
his most recent visit in June, Whiting 
said, “It is clear that the significant 
resources [that] Circuit of the Americas 
has committed to completing this facility 
on time and to FIA specifications is mak- 
ing a difference.” - Richard Whittaker 



Inmate Claims Incompetence 

In January 2006, a little more than two years after 
he arrived on death row, Marcus Druery began 
reporting that he was hearing things - “noises ... 
bells. ... Sometimes I feel people call me ... no one 
there” he told prison medical staff, according to a 
new court filing. He’d been hearing this stuff for 
nearly two years. Druery’s execution is scheduled for 
Aug. 1, but his lawyers with the Texas Defender 
Service are arguing that he is too mentally ill to 
be executed and asking that the Brazos County 
court hold a competency hearing. 

Druery was sentenced to die for the kidnapping, rob- 
bery, and murder with two accomplices of 20-year-old 
Skyyler Browne in 2002 in Brazos County. Druery is 
slated to be the 484th person executed in Texas since 
the reinstatement of capital punishment; he would be the 
245th person killed under the watch of Gov. Rick Perry. 

But according to the defense motion, Druery is 
suffering from schizophrenia. He hears people talking 
to him and his cell echoing; he believes he was sup- 
posed to be released from prison years ago and 
doesn’t understand why he’s being kept on death 
row; he believes his food is poisoned and that he 
and his cell are “wired” so that everyone can hear 
what he thinks and says. In short, say his lawyers, 
Katherine Black and Greg Wiercioch, Druery 
is not sane enough to die. Executing a person with 
mental illness violates the constitutional ban on 
cruel and unusual punishment, and the Supreme 
Court has ruled that an inmate must have some 
rational understanding of why he is set for execution. 

Black and Wiercoch, who were reportedly rebuked 
by a Brazos County judge in early July for failing to 
file a motion by a previous deadline, are asking for 
“at least” two independent experts to review the 
case, interview Druery, and submit written reports at 
a final competency hearing to determine whether the 
state may go through with his execution. An initial 
competency review is scheduled for July 24. 

In other death penalty news, at press time the 
state was still set to execute its 483rd inmate, 
Yokamon Hearn, despite claims of mental retar- 
dation, which would make him ineligible for execu- 
tion (see “Appeal Denied, Another Heads to the 
Chamber,” July 13). - Jordan Smith

Horse Slaughter Back on the Table? 


It would be better to have a “lead-smelting 
plant and sex-oriented businesses up and 
down” a city’s main drag than it would be to 
have a horse slaughtering facility in any 
Texas town, former Kaufman, Texas, mayor 
Pam Bacon told the Texas Senate Commit- 
tee on Agriculture and Rural Affairs in a near- 
ly four-hour meeting at the Capitol on the 
possible resumption of horse slaughtering in 
Texas - a practice that has been banned in 
the state since 1949. 

The industry, she testified, brought nothing 
positive to Kaufman - home to the Dallas 
Crown Inc. horse slaughter plant, one of 
three U.S. slaughterhouses (the others were 
in Fort Worth and Dekalb, III.) when the 
industry was effectively shuttered in 2007 
after the federal government discontinued 
funding for U.S. Department of Agriculture 
inspections of horse meat - primarily 
shipped to Europe and Japan for human con- 
sumption. Crime was high while the plant 
operated there, she noted, and the burden 
the plant placed on the city’s environmental 
infrastructure was enormous. Indeed, during 
the mid-Eighties, the plant was shuttered for 
nearly a year because neither the plant nor 
the city’s water treatment facility was able to 
process the antibiotic-laden horse blood. 
“Literally, blood was coming up through the 
streets,” she testified, “and into people’s 
bathtubs.” When the plant finally shut down, 
the city of Kaufman was able to breathe a 
collective sigh of relief. 

But now, five years later, and on the heels 
of a move to again give the USDA funding to 
inspect horse meat, Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst 


has asked the ag affairs committee to review 
state laws related to the closure of horse 
slaughter facilities across the country and the 
impact that has had on the equine industry, 
and agricultural sector of the state’s economy. 

While the livestock industry may be in 
favor of bringing equine slaughter back to 
Texas, it is unlikely that there will actually be 
any market for U.S. horses to be sold for 
meat. New rules in the European Union that 
take effect next summer will require all out- 
of-country horses destined for human con- 
sumption to come with a lifelong “passport,” 
a cradle-to-grave document that includes all 
drugs the horse has ever been given, testi- 
fied Jerry Finch, president of Habitat for 
Horses, a Texas nonprofit equine sanctuary. 
Since most U.S. horses are raised as com- 
panion or working animals, and are routinely 
given numerous drugs, including some com- 
mon antibiotics not allowed by the EU, there 
will no longer be a foreign market for U.S. 
horse meat. In other words, said Keith Dane, 
the director of equine protection for the 
Humane Society of the U.S., there is really 
“no viable reason” to even consider lifting 
the state’s ban. In all, witnesses said, to 
encourage horse slaughter is also to encour- 
age the overbreeding of horses, a problem 
that is far more responsible for equine 
neglect and abandonment than is the shut- 
tering of an inhumane industry. 

It is now up to the ag committee to decide 
whether to recommend the next Legislature, 
convening in January 2013, take action on the 
issue or leave in place the decades-old ban.

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School’s Garden Bulldozed 


Families at Martin Middle School are 

already feeling like they’re under siege from 
Austin ISD. So when contractors bulldoze a 
wildlife garden built by staff and students, 
just so they can remove a portable class- 
room, it’s hard for them to not feel hurt. 

Martin’s wildlife garden was a point of real 
pride on the Eastside campus. Originally a 
community vegetable garden, the space had 
become increasingly unproductive. So last 
academic year, the science department con- 
verted it for native species. Aided by a 
$2,000 grant and training from the National 
Wildlife Federation, staff, students, and volun- 
teers from Keep Austin Beautiful and Mighty 
Fine Burgers pulled out the old timber-sided 
vegetable beds and replaced them with lime- 
stone edging. Students filled in the garden 
with hundreds of wheelbarrows of mulch, 
sand, and soil, then gradually added plants 
and a water trough. After all that work, it was 
finally certified as a National Wildlife Habi- 
tat. “Everybody had a hand in it,” said sixth 
grade science teacher Melissa Shannon. 

Then, within the last two weeks, the whole 
thing was destroyed by contractors moving 
a portable. 

Like many AISD campuses, Martin depends 
on portable classrooms. As part of the annual 
facility recommendations, it was decided that 
the campus had one too many. District staff 
has been prioritizing portables that are not 
being used as classrooms, and so told the 
contractors which one to remove. Unfortun- 
ately, the garden was in their way. Local resi- 
dents passing by the campus found that the 
plants had been dug up, the limestone slabs 
discarded, and the whole garden flattened. 
While Shannon was appalled by the damage, 
she was not surprised, as contractors for the 
district have a poor record when it comes to 
removing portables without damaging the 
campus. She said, “They leave tire tracks in 
the ground, and it’s just, ‘Let’s go.’” 

Moving portables is a normal part of AISD 
summer business. Curt Shaw, AISD director 
of construction management, estimated that, 
in a regular year, his office will shift around 
40 units. This year, with extra portables 
required for the new prekindergarten center 
at Dobie Middle School and with Webb 


Middle School transitioning to a pre-K 
through eighth grade “primary center,” that 
number is closer to 70. “When you’re moving 
70 of these things around,” said Shaw, 

“you’re going to have some hiccups.” 

This is not the first time this summer that 
portables have caused neighborhood conster- 
nation. In May, a unit was removed from 
Wooten Elementary, then left for several 
days in the middle of the neighboring city- 
owned Wooten Park before being collected. It 
took another week for workers to fix the bro- 
ken fence. Shaw said he is unsure exactly 
what happened at

Martin, but that jug- 
gling portables is a 
complex business. 

They can only be 
moved during week- 
day evenings, and 

staff has to know the receiving campus is 
ready before the hauling begins. This year, 
the district has had to use three contractors 
to handle the shuffle. Shaw conceded that 
there are still questions to be answered 
about why the Martin portable was selected, 
who decided to demolish the garden, and 
whether the contractor consulted with man- 
agement over the bulldozing. When it came 
to the garden, he said, “We didn’t do ... suf- 
ficient research.” 

Shaw pledged that the garden will be 
reconstructed. However, the damage that’s 
already been done may go a lot deeper than 
the roots of the garden. Many residents fear 
that Martin is being sacrificed to make IDEA 
Allan a success, and that its sixth grade is 
being recruited to fill the district’s new char- 
ter campus. Several teachers have already 
been let go from Martin - including Shannon. 
She said, “We were consistently told that we 
could sustain two [science] positions, but 
AISD said, ‘No, you won’t; you have to get rid 
of people.’” Now, with the destruction of the 
garden, she said, “Everyone is commenting 
that, if this had happened on the West side, 
they would have been out there replacing all 
the plants and putting everything back the 
way it was.” As far as the community is con- 
cerned, she added, “It’s just slap in the face 
after slap in the face.” - Richard Whittaker

Let’s begin with Camp- 
bell’s, the food giant that 
pushes a line of “Select 
Harvest” veggie soups, 
claiming to have “real ingredients, for real 
taste.” Recently, though, the package had a 
new banner, proclaiming: “Now even better! 
Really? No. The new version simply has 
more sugar, more salt, and less protein. 

But here’s something from TV Brands 
that seems awfully useful. Called Insta 
Slit, it’s a gadget for opening those prod- 
ucts that come encased in practically 


impenetrable and thoroughly annoying hard 
plastic. Great! Except the gadget is encased 
in practically impenetrable, thoroughly 
annoying hard plastic. Go figure. 

Now, here’s one that’s just strange. It’s 
the 13-inch folding step stool by the 
Simplify company. Behind the simple label, 
however, is a list of 13 warnings (presumably 
one for each inch of this lit- 
tle stool). Most worrisome, 
by far, is this caution to pur- 
chasers: “Do not leave step 
stool unattended.” 

But at least it works, which 
can’t be said for this catalog 
offering of a beautifully crafted rosewood and 
brass walking stick. “The perfect gift,” the ad 
exults. Except that a fine print tagline warns, 
“This item is not capable of human support.” 
However, even that’s a better gift than 
this suggestion for a Mother’s Day surprise: 
“Get mom a termite treatment this Mother’s 
Day.” Yeah, and just wait for the treatment 
she gives you.

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No Way To Pick a Senator 

Paul Sadler's uphill fight to succeed Kay Bailey Hutchison

When legislative veterans heard Paul Sadler was running 
for U.S. Senate, the name was familiar. A decade ago, 
Sadler was a force in Texas politics. As the Democratic state 
rep for Henderson and chair of the House Public Education 
Committee, he had tried to fix school finance when it was 
only a crisis and not a disaster. He stepped down in 2002, 
and has since practiced law and kept a low profile. Now he’s 
back, running for the U.S. Senate seat vacated by retiring 
Republican Kay Bailey Hutchison. Sadler considered his 
changed circumstances and said, “You just never know how 
life’s going to turn out, and you never know when the 
opportunities are going to be there.” 

Sadler faces a run-off July 31 against Grady Yarbrough, a 
little-known retired schoolteacher who’s made an intermit- 
tent hobby of running for state office, as either a Republican 
or a Democrat (see box). The conventional presumption is 
that the GOP will hold the seat, and that the real election is 
happening in the Republican primary run-off between Lt. 
Gov. David Dewhurst and former Solicitor General Ted 
Cruz, whose insurgent campaign forced a run-off, and now 
leads in recent polling, especially among voters who describe 
themselves as “very excited” by the race. There’s never 
been a July run-off before, so no one knows who - if much 
of anyone at all - will turn out for the July 31 vote - so that 
voter energy in Cruz’s base may well turn out to be key. 

The elongated campaign has been a headache for Sadler, 
even though he had anticipated a second round. With three 
other contenders in the Democratic primary, it seemed 
unlikely that he would break the 50% barrier to 
secure the nomination. On May 29, he was at 
Speakeasy on Congress Avenue for the Travis 
County Democratic Party primary watch 
party, waiting to see which of his rivals 
would make the run-off. The survivor 
was a surprise: Yarbrough, a retired 
public school teacher from Tyler with 
zero political experience other than a 
handful of failed statewide campaigns 

- including two runs for the Republican 
nomination for land commissioner. What 
surprised many was how close it was: 

Sadler pulled only 35% of the vote, while 
Yarbrough - whose sole claim to public 
knowledge seems to be a name similar to that of 
the legendary Democratic Senator Ralph Yarborough 

- garnered 26%. 

Democratic Dreams 

Last week, with a month left in a primary campaign that 
began in December, Sadler was in his Congress Avenue law 
office; his staff was on the road, and he was soon to follow. 
His campaign had been put on hiatus, but not by choice. 
Between redistricting, the legal challenges, and the delayed 
primaries, he said, political activists are essentially burnt 
out. “Everyone got through the conventions and scattered,” 
he said. “Judging from everything around the state and all 
the campaigns, it looks like everyone decided, We’ll get 
through July Fourth and work after that.’” 

It’s been a long time since Sadler had to construct a cam- 
paign. As a freshman lawmaker, he was part of the class of 
1991, a contingent that included heavy hitters and veterans 
like current Sens. Rodney Ellis and John Carona, and 
Austin Rep. Elliott Naishtat. Sadler might still have been 
among their ranks, but in 2002 he stepped down to help 
care for his son Sam, who had been seriously injured in a 
car accident. “I never thought I would run again,” Sadler

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had little interest in getting caught up in “a young man’s 
game. To go into the House with its 435 members, you’ve 
got to be there long enough to work through their seniority. 
It takes 10, 15, 20 years to get to a position that really mat- 
ters. The United States Senate is 100 members, and you’re 
going to have an impact the day you step in.” 

The GOP ‘Populists’ 

It remains a long walk to the Senate doors. The belated 
primary vote was a real struggle for campaigns, but Sadler 
called the July 31 run-off “the nightmare of all nightmares. 
. . . Now you’re stuck in the end of July, with heavy vacation 
time and heat that’s just unbelievable.” In the Texas sum- 
mer, simple but essential parts of a campaign, like block- 
walking, are now officially dangerous for your health. Sadler 
asked, “Who wants to show up when it’s 105 degrees?” 

Sadler’s approach to the vicissitudes of Texas politics 
comes across as a mix of resignation and pragmatism. He’s 
far from bitter about his 2004 loss to Eltife, and even took 
time to praise the Republican’s work as Senate president pro 
tern. Eltife’s calm and process-oriented approach to wielding 
the gavel has a lot of Ratliff about it, and it’s clear that Sadler 
respects the retired Republican and his style of governance. 
He’s a lot less generous about Ratliff’s successor, David 
Dewhurst, and Dewhurst’ s tenure as senate president. 

Sadler dealt with Dewhurst regularly when Dewhurst 
was still land commissioner (1999-2003); now the former 
Public Ed chair has watched the lieutenant governor, rhe- 
torically an advocate for public education, join in the 
Republican slashing of state funding for public schools. 
Sadler likens the experience to “being stabbed a thousand 
times,” and says it shows a weakness of character in 
Dewhurst. “I really hate to say that,” Sadler said. “He had 
multiple chances to show his character, but he didn’t. He’s 
willing to sacrifice the education of a lot of children just 
because he wanted to run for higher office.” 

Sadler is no kinder about the inexperienced Cruz, whom 
he calls “clueless. I don’t mean that he’s not smart debater. 
I’m not saying that he doesn’t know how to memorize a 

speech and give it. But he’s

said. A year later, with Sam making a 
remarkable recovery, he took a shot at the 
Texas Senate. Republican Lt. Gov. Bill Ratliff 
was vacating his Senate seat, and while Sadler led in 
the first round of the special election, Republican Kevin 
Eltife won the run-off. 

So why return now? It really started in 2010, when 
Hutchison launched her unsuccessful run for governor and 
finally announced that she was stepping down from the 
U.S. Senate. Sadler saw an opportunity, but then, so did just 
about every ambitious politician in the state. Initially, the 
Democratic machine made retired Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez 
its heir apparent. Sadler said, “I’ve been through this long 
enough to know that, if the party operatives start lining up 
behind one particular candidate, unless you’ve got a ton of 
money, then you’ve got a pretty tough row to hoe.” 

But in December, Sanchez withdrew. Even with other 
names in the field, Sadler said, “I just thought, I could do a 
better job than they could.” He’s also clear on why he’s 
returned for a Senate run, rather than a lower office like, 
say, one of the new Congressional seats. “It’s the depth of 
the issues,” he said. “You deal with all the domestic issues 
and all the foreign affairs issues. It’s arguably the most 
deliberative body in the world.” Even though the U.S. 
House deals with the same policy concerns, Sadler said he 


clueless when it comes to 
governing.” It evokes almost 
a dash of sympathy for 
Dewhurst. “I can see it on his 
face during some of those 
debates. You can see he just 
wants to turn to Cruz and 
say, ‘You just don’t get it.’” 
The GOP campaign has 
become an exercise in “pop- 
ulist” mudslinging, with 
each candidate trying to 
paint the other as “elitist.” 
The notion that either 
Dewhurst, an energy indus- 
try tycoon and a statewide 
officeholder for 14 years, or 
Cruz, a Harvard graduate 
and former solicitor general, 
can claim political “outsider” 
status seems strange on its 
face. Yet Cruz has sold him- 
self as the grassroots candi- 
date and the choice of the Tea Party, while accusing 
Dewhurst of trying to buy the seat with his personal for- 
tune. Cruz’s website touts how many more individual 
donors he has than Dewhurst, how many Republican 
women back his campaign, even the number of his Facebook 
friends. The Dewhurst campaign fires back that Cruz is just 
not sufficiently “Texan.” Dewhurst’s supporters point to the 
millions of dollars in attack ads fielded by powerful 
Washington think tanks like ex-U.S. House Majority leader

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YARBROUGH: ‘READY TO ROLL UP MY SLEEVES’ 


If raw experience decided primaries, then for- 
mer state Rep. Paul Sadler would have secured the 
Democratic nomination for U.S. Senator on primary 
day. So how did he end up facing retired public 
schoolteacher Grady Yarbrough in a run-off? Why 
not his other challengers, Beaumont bureaucrat 
Addie Dainell Allen or Dallas businessman Sean 
Hubbard? Both have stronger Democratic creden- 
tials than Yarbrough: Hubbard was an Obama ’08 
organizer, while Allen describes her- 
self as a lifelong Democrat. By con- 
trast, Yarbrough ran for the 
Republican nomination for land 
commissioner in 1986 and 1990 
before running for state treasurer as 
a Democrat in 1994 - unsuccessful- 
ly every time. So how did he slip 
through to the second round? 

Ask Yarbrough, and he puts it 
down to demographics. Hubbard 
and Sadler are white, while he and 
Allen are African-American. With 
Texas now being roughly half white and half minori- 
ty residents, he said “The population can’t stand a 
one and two finisher from the same demographic.” 

Many Democrats have pigeonholed Yarbrough 
alongside another perennial candidate, Gene 
Kelly - an even more famous name - who ran and 
lost in every election cycle between 1992 and 
2008. Indeed, Sadler vs. Yarbrough raises the 
specter of the 2006 Senate race, when Kelly 
forced eventual winner Barbara Radnofsky into a 
run-off, wasting months of campaign time and 


resources. Unlike Kelly, Yarbrough actually shows 
a few signs of a campaign - barely. His website is 
his Facebook page, and he answers his own 
phone. He’s self-funding his run, sinking roughly 
$35,000 into the first round. He plans to spend 
the same on the run-off and has said he is eying 
how much TV time he can afford in key markets. 

His politics are, for the most part, mainstream 
Democratic. He described the job done by Sens. 

John Cornyn and the departing Kay 
Bailey Hutchison as “far below par, 
and it doesn’t represent 95 to 98 per- 
cent of the people in the state.” If he 
were senator, he said, he would push 
for the DREAM Act, and beef it up to 
cover the parents of undocumented 
children raised in the U.S - yet he 
also suggested a “Berlin Wall” at the 
border to block illegal immigrants. 

Yarbrough insists that Sadler’s 
years in the Legislature have little 
relevance in today’s political climate, 
even though he himself remains a candidate with 
no legislative experience whatsoever. Much like 
the Tea Party activists, he portrays himself as a 
“throw all the bums out” alternative to a failed 
status quo. Yet he rejects the role of electoral 
underdog, and bristles rather than responding to 
Sadler’s specific comments and charges. He also 
dismisses the notion that starting with a Senate 
seat is a major leap for a three-time electoral 
loser. “Nothing is too big for me,” he said. “I’m 
ready to roll up my sleeves.” - R.W.

Dick Armey’s FreedomWorks and the 
Senate Conservatives Fund, founded by 
South Carolina Congressman Jim DeMint. 
They call him the “PACman,” “teDCruz,” 
and the most blood-chilling epithet thrown 
against any Republican - a “trial lawyer.” 

Those gloves came off when Dewhurst’s 
campaign hammered Cruz for representing 
the Shandong Linglong Tyre Co., a Chinese 
firm alleged to have stolen the design for a 
tire for underground mining machinery 
from a U.S. company. Cruz has called the 
claims a “distortion” of his record, but he 
too faces charges of being lax with the 
truth. In a perhaps unprecedented step, on 
July 8, 18 members of the Texas Senate 
Republican Caucus issued an open letter 
defending Dewhurst’s record. While not 
naming Cruz, it provided a point-by-point 
rebuttal to many of the candidate’s attacks 
on Dewhurst. 

The backroom joke is that the Senate was 
bound to line up behind Dewhurst; how else 
can they push him out the door? The prag- 
matic members of the Senate have often 
rankled under his “absentee landlord” style 
of managing the chamber, and their more 
ambitious colleagues look on him as a bar- 
rier to higher office - if he doesn’t move, 
nobody else does. If he wins the Senate race 
and stands down as lieutenant governor, 
then the senators can pick his replacement 
(for the unexpired term) from their own 
ranks. That power struggle depends on his 
departure, and thus his victory. 

Blue Texas? 

From where Sadler sits, Dewhurst’s hunt 
looks like a dog chasing a car: If he catches 
it, what next? As lieutenant governor, he 
runs the Texas Senate, which has far more 
clout than being John Cornyn’s junior col- 
league. While Dewhurst claims to have 
passed bills, Sadler said, “He’s never had to 
do it when he wasn’t holding the big gavel 
and had to abide by somebody else’s rules.” 

But Sadler’s GOP adversaries have some- 
thing that he doesn’t - money. Half the job 



for any candidate is working the phones, 
drumming up donors, and that’s not exactly 
Sadler’s style. That’s a problem when the 
Republican primary has already become 
the nation’s most expensive Senate race. 
The numbers speak for themselves. Cruz 
and Dewhurst have each raised about $6 
million in contributions. On top of that, 
Dewhurst - whose personal fortune is cur- 
rently estimated at $200 million - has 
already lent his campaign $12 million. 

By contrast, by May 9 Sadler has raised 
but $90,675, and already carries a $30,987 
debt. His latest fundraising push is to col- 
lect $15,000 for a statewide campaign trip. 
The only person doing worse is Yarbrough, 
who has yet to file a federal campaign 
finance report. So far, the national Demo- 
cratic campaign, considering the state 
mostly a lost cause, has withheld its cash 
from Texas races, yet (to the perennial dis- 
may of many state Democrats) keeps tap- 
ping Texas donors to support more winna-

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ble out-of-state races. Sadler sees that as a 
self-fulfilling prophecy: “It’s a perception 
that Texas is too red and can’t be won. 
I don’t believe that, and I wouldn’t be 
running if I did.” 

The additional Republican asset? Media 
coverage. Every tweet, press release, and 
attack ad flying between Cruz and Dewhurst 
has been front-page news. For the few who 
caught it, pretty much the only exposure for 
Sadler and Yarbrough has been a June 27 
televised debate, hosted by Dallas PBS sta- 
tion KERA. Both men maintained a moder- 
ate Democratic line, although Yarbrough 
raised some eyebrows by calling for a bor- 
der wall to stop immigration, noting that 
the Berlin Wall was “pretty effective.” But 
the dramatic dividing line between the two 
remains experience in elected office. Yar- 
brough literally has none - indeed, he por- 
trays that as his main advantage. It was 
experienced politicians who brought about 
the economic collapse, he said, so “you need 


to get some new players into the game, so 
you can get a different outcome.” 

That’s obviously frustrating for Sadler, 
who describes Yarbrough as “a nice man” 
but just not qualified for the U.S. Senate. Yet 
the two men remain mired in a low-turnout, 
unpredictable run-off, watching Dewhurst, 
Cruz , and the other establishment Republican 
conservatives define the debate. Where’s the 
Democratic viewpoint on the DREAM Act, or 
Social Security, or the national debt, Sadler 
asks? “We let them tag us as ‘tax and spend,”’ 
he said, and Democrats have failed to under- 
mine that reputation. For Sadler, that’s where 
Ratliff-style politics are essential; instead, 
the GOP is offering two mildly disparate 
flavors of government-bashing conserva- 
tives. “If we go down the course of electing 
either Mr. Cruz or Mr. Dewhurst, we are 
going to be so far to the extreme right that 
most people in Texas are not going to recog- 
nize the positions we are going to take, and 
that’s the scary thing.” ■

1. Travis County pays for health care coverage for every county employee and elected official. If a county employee or elected official had and continues to have 
other health coverage and has continuously declined this county coverage since September 30, 2003, that person may receive an additional $ 1 84.86 per month. This 
amount may, at that person’s option, be added to their total annual FY 12 salary or placed in an IRS approved flexible spending account for the reimbursement of 
health care or dependent care expenses. 

2. The State Salary is the least state compensation received by any of these officials. If these officials have been employed by the state continuously since August 
31, 1995, they also receive $1,026.86 as a “benefit replacement pay” supplement. The Legislature specifically said that this supplement is not “salary,” but it is 
included in the total amount received by these officials for purposes of comparing the salaries of other elected officials. 

3. Effective September 1, 2007, if these officials who have been an active judge and a member of the Judicial Retirement System of Texas Plan One or Two for at 
least 16 years, they also receive $3,875.00 as “judicial longevity pay” from the state. Effective September 1, 2009, if these officials have been active in a judicial 
position as a Justice of the Peace or County Court at Law or District Judge for a combined total of at least 16 years but are not eligible for state judicial longevity 
pay, they receive $3,875.00 as “judicial longevity pay” from the county. The Legislature specifically said that this pay is not “salary,” but it is included in the total 
amount received by these officials for purposes of comparing the salaries of other elected officials. 

4. Effective October 1, 2010, the District Judge elected as Administrative Judge for Criminal Courts can be and has been compensated up to $5,000 for the 
additional administrative duties involved. 

5. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. A supplement of $3,875.00 based on judicial longevity is added to and part of the 
salary of these officials if the official has been an active county court or probate judge or justice of the peace and held an elected judicial position in Travis County 
for at least 1 6 years. 

6. As of January 1, 2010, the Probate Judge was elected Presiding Judge of the Statutory Probate Judges of Texas for four years. For the additional duties as 
Presiding Judge he is paid $33,000 per year, the cost of which is shared by all of the counties in the Probate District. 

7. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. A supplement of $2,906.00 based on judicial longevity is added to and part of 
the salary of these officials if the official has been an active county court or probate judge or justice of the peace and held an elected judicial position in Travis 
County for at least 16 years. 

8. This includes $4,800 paid for service on the Travis County Juvenile Board. 

9. Pursuant to Texas Local Gov’t Code § 152.052, the Commissioner Precinct 3 has requested that her compensation for FY 2013 remain the same as the 
annualized amount for FY 2011 of $90,109.

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Downballot Details: A Bag of Run-offs 


Will anybody vote? 

That remains the primary question for the primary 
run-off, pushed to midsummer by legal battles over redis- 
tricting that remain unresolved. Nevertheless, Democrats 
and Republicans are asked to return to the polls July 31 
(early voting July 23-27) to reconsider a small number of 
races not decided in May’s first round. Aside from the 
high-profile races for U.S. Senate, and one local state sen- 
ate race (below), there are a few others worth noting, most 
on the Republican ballot. 

Democrats 

Other than the U.S. Senate race (“No 
Way to Pick a Senator,” p.18) and a half- 
dozen contested races for precinct 
chair, the only other contest on the 
Travis County ballot is in Precinct 2: 
the run-off between Michael Cargill 
and Adan Ballasteros for constable of 
that precinct. As Richard Whittaker has 
reported (“Mud and Experience,” May 
5), each of these candidates carries sig- 
nificant baggage: Incumbent Ballasteros 
has a clouded history from his earlier 
career with the Department of Public 
Safety, while challenger Cargill appar- 
ently does not meet the law enforce- 
ment qualifications for the job and is 
most prominently supported by hand- 
gun enthusiasts for his opposition to 
even minimal gun controls. Ballasteros 
has sued Cargill for defamation, and 
Cargill suggests he might sue concern- 
ing allegedly illegal Ballasteros fliers 
posted on mailboxes. In the initial vote, 

Ballasteros led 42% to 31%, but there’s 
no telling who will show for the run-off. 

Call it a toss-up. 


Republicans 



On the GOP side, there’s a bit more up for grabs. 
Congressional District 25 (including some of western 
Travis County but anchored near Fort Worth) features deep- 
pocketed car salesman and party insider Roger Williams 
(why hire congressmen when you can be one?) and Tea 
Party “constitutionalist” Wes Riddle, who just won the 
endorsement of Ron Paul. Williams garnered 25% in the 
first round to Riddle’s 15% - and is better known 
from his years of bankrolling GOP candidates 
and a three-year term as secretary of 
state - but Riddle’s supporters 
(especially the Paulites) are likely 
to be more motivated. The CD 
25 campaign has been accu- 
rately described by the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram’ s Bud 
Kennedy as an “Obama-hating 
contest” - earsplitting in direct 
proportion to its triviality - and 
the winner of that ranting match 
in this heavily GOP-gerrymandered 
district will likely waltz into Congress 
in the fall, although Lago Vista Demo 
crat Elaine Henderson has begun to mount 
a minimal and underfunded campaign. 

There are two run-offs in the Railroad 
Commissioner races (the RRC monitors the ener- 
gy industry, not railroads). Longtime Pampa state 
Rep. Warren Chisum faces Christi Craddick, 
energy attorney and daughter of former House 
Speaker Tom Craddick; Perry-appointed chair 
Barry Smitherman, running to complete his 
unexpired term, is challenged by Comal County 
Commissioner Greg Parker. Chisum and Craddick 
are effectively competing to deregulate the indus- 
try in which they’ve earned their livings (denounc- 
ing the “liberals” in Washington and making

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generic accusations against the Environmental Protection 
Agency). Smitherman has been a competent administrator 
and even contemplated actual penalties against industry 
bad actors; Parker’s distinction is a self-published book 
(' Global Warming ... Really?), which attempts to debunk the 
science of man-made climate change. 

The run-off for state Supreme Court, Place 4 - incumbent 
David Medina (appointed by Gov. Perry) challenged by 
former district judge John Devine - is notable for the check- 
ered records of both candidates. Medina has been a some- 
times-reasonable justice (he dissented on the notorious 
recent court decision to undermine public rights to Texas 
beachfront), but he and his wife were implicated in 
a suspicious fire at his own Houston home, 
which was threatened with foreclosure (the 
grand jury indicted her for arson and him 
for fabricating evidence, but the Harris 
County district attorney immediately 
dropped the charges). Devine is an anti- 
abortion zealot, best known for suc- 
cessfully defending his right to hang 
the Ten Commandments in his court; 
this week a couple of Republicans 
reported that he told them he had filed 
against Medina because the justice “has 
a Mexican name” and therefore should be 
vulnerable in a Republican primary. Devine 
denies the charge. Medina garnered 39% of the 
initial vote, Devine 32%; in a hot-blooded run-off 
with plenty of hard-right voters, Devine may well be right. 

The initial vote for State Board of Education, District 10 
(including northern Travis) ended in an effective dead heat 
between Round Rock schoolteacher Rebecca Osborne and 
former teacher Tom Maynard, longtime executive director 
of the state Future Farmers of America. (Perhaps seeking 
actual educational credentials, the voters rejected GOP 
activist and perennial candidate Jeff Fleece.) In November, 
the GOP winner will face Democratic nominee and educa- 
tor Judy Jennings in her second attempt at the seat. 

And in a minor marker of greater interest in the GOP bal- 
lot, two dozen of the party precinct chairs are contested.

State Senate: Hard Right Targets Wentworth 


For many Austinites, state Sen. Jeff 
Wentworth is a living, breathing symbol of 
the GOP’s contempt for Travis County vot- 
ers. His district wends its way from his 
base in San Antonio into southwest Travis, 
and some of his policy positions - such as 
supporting concealed firearms on college 
campuses - can be the epitome of conser- 
vative dogma. But in GOP primary season, 
the veteran Republican lawmaker often 
finds his political life imperiled for not 
being “conservative enough.” 

The July 31 primary run-off pits the sev- 
en-term senator against Donna Campbell, 
an ophthalmologist currently based in New 
Braunfels. In general elections, Wentworth 
has been politically bulletproof, so easily 
swatting away recent Democratic challeng- 
ers that in 2010 the Dems didn’t even field an 
opponent against him. But the hard-liners in 
his own party have never been satisfied with 
an incumbent they see as weak on taxes and 
insufficiently anti-choice on abortion. He 
last saw a primary opponent in 2002, nar- 
rowly fending off a far-right challenge from 
state Rep. John Shields, and that victory 
seemed to blunt his conservative opposition. 


But the same factions within his party that 
bolstered Shields’ challenge are now back- 
ing Campbell, a Tea Party creation whose 
political career includes a pulverizing loss to 
U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett in 2010. 

The initial primary round was rough for 
Wentworth, who faced two challenges from 
the right. Based on campaign contributions, 
the presumed front-runner was former 
Railroad Commissioner Elizabeth Ames 
Jones, who pulled in over $1.6 million in the 
first three months of the year. That dwarfed 
Wentworth’s healthy $298,000, and made 
Campbell’s $20,000 look anemic. Yet money 
can’t directly buy elections, and while there 
was no clear winner on primary night, there 
was a definite loser. Ames Jones slunk into 
third place at 30.5%, behind Campbell’s 
33.7%. Wentworth led, but, as an incumbent 
with a disappointing 35.8% share, he now 
finds himself trapped in a run-off with the 
Tea Party darling. 

The primary results also showed a geo- 
graphically split district. Campbell’s name 
recognition was apparently bolstered by her 
unsuccessful congressional run, and she 
took Comal, Guadalupe, Hays, and Travis. 


Wentworth narrowly secured Kendall, but 
won easily in his native Bexar County. 
Arguably, Campbell has a big advantage 
with the fervor of her Tea Party supporters, 
but her base is spread thinly over mainly 
rural populations. Wentworth’s path to vic- 
tory would presumably depend on whether 
he can double down on the turnout of his 
suburban San Antonio supporters. 

The pair have both issued positive ads - 
Campbell backed by unnamed smiling faces, 
touting conservative talking points, and 
Wentworth praised as a “relentless problem 
solver” by local GOP luminaries such as 
state representative (and former New Braun- 
fels mayor) Doug Miller. Nevertheless, this 
has become a mean-spirited campaign. 
Ames Jones endorsed Campbell, noting that 
the pair combined to claim two-thirds of the 
vote. Campbell’s supporters over at notori- 
ous conservative think tank/attack dog 
Empower Texans have created the website 
www.jeffwentworth.com (painfully close to 
Wentworth’s own campaign site, www.senator 
jeffwentworth.com), where they describe him in 
GOP fighting terms as “the most liberal 
Republican senator in Austin.” Wentworth 



has not been shy about going on the offense, 
labeling Campbell as a carpetbagger who 
only moved into the district in November, 
and noting that Wentworth is “the only 
Republican candidate for District 25 who 
pays homeowner property taxes and works 
inside our district.” 

The GOP spat leaves Democratic nomi- 
nee John Courage temporarily on the side- 
lines, waiting to see who will become his 
November opponent. Courage called the 
campaign “preposterous” and said, “Neither 
of them is talking about what they would do 
in Austin to improve public education or 
healthcare or any of the concerns that most 
Texans have. They’re just trying to ‘out- 
conservative’ one another.”

‘Young Latino Artists 17: 
Grafficanos’ 

A SNAPSHOT OF ONE GENERATION AT STREET LEVEL 


No single art exhibition is going to tell 
you everything you need to know about an 
up-and-coming generation of artists, even 
when it restricts itself to, say, a certain 
geographic region or cultural heritage. The 
world’s too big, the contemporary culture 
too fractured, the modes of making art 
too varied, and all of it is changing too 
quickly to wrangle everything worth any- 
thing into one museum space or gallery 
all at one time. The best one can hope 
for is the occasional show that gathers 
together some of the meaningful art being 
created by those artists still early on in 
their careers and provides a snapshot of 
what they’re thinking about 
and how that’s reflected in 
the work they make. 

That’s what the “Young 
Latino Artists” series 
offers. Every summer since 
1996, Mexic-Arte Museum 
has been giving its exhibition space over 
to Latino artists under the age of 35, and 
it gives us a glimpse - a very valuable 
glimpse - into the minds of this rising 
generation of Latino artists and the 
diverse directions they’re pursuing cre- 
atively. Depending on the curator, who 
changes from year to year, the show may 
be broader in perspective or more 
focused. The 17th edition, opening this 
Friday for an eight-week run, looks to lean 
toward the latter. Artist James Huizar - 
himself an alumnus of YLA exhibitions 
and Mexic-Arte’s production manager - 
has tapped seven individual artists and 
one collective whose works have roots in 


the graphics of street art. “YLA 17: 
Grafficanos” explores the pop culture of 
both the U.S. and Mexico and how it 
crosses borders, along with the people of 
both countries who cross them, some- 
times against the will of their govern- 
ments. Drawn from Texas, California, and 
Mexico, “YLA 17” participants Daniel 
Anguilu (aka Weah), Eddie Castro, Jellyfish 
Colectivo, Antonio Diaz, Miguel Donjuan, 
Edgar Flores (aka Saner), Federico 
Fernandez Guerra (aka Dsek), and Eleanor 
Herasimchuk (aka NIZ) will allow viewers 
to take the pulse of the world they live in 
and see it through their eyes - at least 
for this moment in time. 

Opening the same eve- 
ning and running concur- 
rently with the YLA show 
is “Serie Print Project XIX,” 
the latest iteration of 
Mexic-Arte co-founder Sam 
Coronado’s ongoing program in which art- 
ists are invited to learn the serigraph 
printmaking technique and create a limit- 
ed edition of prints under his guidance. 
Taking part this year are Ruth Buentello, 
Osvaldo Ramirez Castillo, Melanie 
Cervantes, Adriana Corral, Carlos 
Donjuan, Scherezade Garcia, Paloma 
Mayorga Giron, Jessica Hanolen, Poli 
Marichal, and Michael Menchaca. Their 
prints will be on display in the back gal- 
lery of the museum. 

The opening reception for both exhibi- 
tions takes place Friday, July 20, 7-9pm, 
with food catered by Cafe Rebelde and 
music by DJ Gibb. - R.F. 


Gina Patterson gave me a taste of Mercutio. 
In more ways than I’d ever expected. 

The former company dancer with Ballet 
Austin, now a very-much-in-demand freelance 
choreographer, has been playing around with 
Shakespeare’s mischief-maker of late while 
developing choreography for a new ballet of 
Romeo and Juliet that the Puerto Rican dance 
troupe CoDa21 (Compahia de Danza Siglo 
21) commissioned from her. With the work’s 
San Juan premiere still 10 months off, 
Patterson chose to give some of the material 
a test run through Voice Dance Company, the 
local troupe she co-founded with husband 
Eric Midgley (himself a BA alum) and for 
which she acts as artistic director. Scanning 
the program before the Monday, July 9 perfor- 
mance at Mercury Flail, I saw that some of 
the material concerned Romeo’s mercurial 
BFF - his famous, feverish rap about the fairy 
queen, Mab, and his unfortunate death at the 
hands of Juliet’s cousin - so I expected a 
taste of Mercutio in the 
sense of a sampling of 
the character as he’ll 
appear in Patterson’s 
full, completed work. 

What I hadn’t real- 
ized was that, this 
being part of Voice’s 
“Aphrodite Dances” 
series, food and drink 
would be served 
throughout the perfor- 
mance. Not as mere 
refreshments, mind you, 
but components of the work - 
something to inform the 
dances presented through 
the sensations of smell 
and taste or, to quote the 
program: to “integrate the 
senses by merging dance 
and the culinary arts.” In 
the series’ first outing, 

Aphrodite Dances: Chocolate, 
the audience was served cocoa- 
infused bites and shot glasses full 
of warm liquid chocolate while dancers 
explored ideas from bitter to sweet and, in the 
last dance, had melted chocolate poured over 
their shoulders (“Aphrodite Dances: 

Chocolate,” Oct. 7, 2011). For Aphrodite 
Dances: Romeo Drive - the title referring to 
not just Shakespeare’s moonstruck Verona 
teen but also the surname of Patterson’s 
grandparents and the street on which they 
lived - Patterson engaged chef John Sutton of 
In Good Taste Catering & Design to provide 
flavors corresponding to themed sections of 
the program: assorted cheeses and olives for 
“Family,” a skewered cherry tomato and ball of 
fresh mozzarella on a Romaine lettuce leaf for 
“Love,” cheese-stuffed ravioli drizzled with 
chocolate and garnished with Red Hots for 
“Hate.” And wine. Oh yes: chewy, robust, 
blood-red wine. And so I got a taste of 
Mercutio I hadn’t anticipated. 

When Chris Hannon stepped forth to dance 
Mercutio’s Queen Mab speech as the text of 


it was read aloud, I took a fresh sip of the 
vino at our table, and its flavors - dark, 
earthy, with a slight bitterness in the finish - 
were playing in my mouth as Hannon impres- 
sively strutted, spun, and dropped the odd 
hip-hop gesture. Now, this was not my first 
time to sip a little fruit of the grape while 
enjoying a performance, but outside of a 
Passion play, I’ve never felt that beverage so 
intimately connected to what I was watching. 
The wine’s flavor seemed so well-matched to 
the character of this dramatic figure - his 
boldness, his intensity, the lingering acidity in 
his wake. And because this perception wasn’t 
rooted in sight or hearing but in taste - a 
sense I rarely employ in a theatre - my sense 
of this familiar character, whom I’ve known 
for 40 years from dozens of versions of R&J, 
took on new dimensions. I appreciated 
Mercutio more fully than I had in decades. 

And when Hannon and Ballet Austin’s Frank 
Shott danced the duel in which Mercutio is 
slain, and I was chew- 
ing on that ravioli - the 
flavor of the savory 
cheese dancing with 
the sweet chocolate 
and both suddenly 
overwhelmed by the 
Red Hots’ cinnamon 
bite - I was again 
made more keenly 
aware of the rapidly 
shifting emotions of 
Mercutio and of the fire 
within him through 
means other than language or 
movement. That isn’t to take 
away anything from 
Hannon’s dancing, which is 
as astonishing to me now 
as it was in his glory days 
in Ballet Austin’s company, 
or Patterson’s choreography, 
which grows more original 
and assured and honest all 
the time. But Patterson’s found 
a way to deepen our involvement in 
her work, to take us to new levels within 
it by engaging more of our senses. 

She isn’t alone in this. The Rude 
Mechanicals have incorporated food and 
drink into some of their productions, most 
recently Now Now Oh Now. And the Fusebox 
Festival’s Digestible Feats arm (should that 
be tongue?) specifically explores collabora- 
tions between performing artists and culinary 
artists. I’ve been fortunate to experience 
both and found their engagement of my nose 
and taste buds to be revelatory as well, 
mostly because of the thought and care 
that’s gone into the match of food with 
dance, drink with play. It can’t be done casu- 
ally, or it comes off as a gimmick or else a 
pedestrian snack, like popcorn and Jujubes 
at the movies. Treated seriously, though, it’s 
as mind-expanding as a great wine paired 
perfectly with a meal. It can be a design ele- 
ment as potent as lighting or sound. 

Chew on that a while. ■

Of Thee l Sing (and Dance) 

The musical is America's gift to theatre, and here's the local state of the union

What better time to celebrate the musical 
than the month in which our nation was 
founded? After all, musical theatre, like 
jazz, is one of America’s contributions to 
world culture. And having recently noted 
the Founding Fathers’ keen interest in the 
melodious (“Revolutionary Score,” June 
29), I feel they’d be particularly proud that 
this all-singing, all-dancing art form was 
born on our shores. Though, really, how 
could they not, when it put them in a musi- 
cal of their very own? 

Sadly (for me, anyway), 1 776 is not among 
the seven musicals you can find on Austin- 
area stages this July. (Ah well, at least we 
had a tip of the tricorn to U.S. history with * 
Bloody Bloody Andrew Jackson in June.) 
Still, the month’s unofficial mini-jamboree 
of show-tuners is worth noting, not because 
it commemorates the art form’s American- 
ness (you can bet your stars-and-bars the 
July cluster of musicals has more to do with 
lighter theatrical fare for the mind-melting 
summer than patriotic pride) but because of 
the breadth of the selections and producing 
companies. This small sampling includes 
two works from the musical’s post-war gold- 
en age (1946’s Annie Get Your Gun, 1959’s 
The Sound of Music), two from the post- 
Watergate era of anti-romance ( Into the 
Woods and Chess, both from 1986), and two 
from our own post-millennium age in which 
musicals are either so derivative or so self- 
mocking that they routinely advertise the 
genre in their titles ( Legally Blonde: The 
Musical and Xanadu, both from 2007). 
Moreover, the productions run the gamut 
from all-amateur to fully pro. In this one 
area in this one month, you can chart the 
evolution of the musical over six decades 
and see how it’s handled from the Great 
White Way to Main Street, U.S.A. (Drive a 
little farther, and you can further your 
musical education with The Rocky Horror 
Show [Smith ville], Fiddler on the Roof [New 
Braunfels], and Hello, Dolly! and Hairspray 
[San Antonio].) 

The current cluster of musicals offered 
an ideal opportunity to check in on the form 
as it’s treated in Central Texas today. After 
three members of the Chronicle Arts team 
each reviewed a musical now running - 
Jillian Owens, The Sound of Music; Dan 
Solomon, Chess; myself, Annie Get Your 
Gun), we compared notes on what we’d seen 
and what it said about the state of the art 
form in our area. Here are our thoughts. 

Dan Solomon: There were a few moments 
in Chess that I found really captivating. 
When you go to see a musical, you’re going 
in pursuit of the epic - where plays often 
trade on the power of intimacy, musicals 
can succeed by the sheer force of spectacle. 

So if you’ve got a big pop number in your 
performance, like Chess does with “One 


Night in Bangkok,” you have an opportuni- 
ty to deliver what the audience came for. I 
want shiny costumes (check!) and synchro- 
nized dance moves (check!) and to have to 
struggle to resist the temptation to sing 
along (check, reluctantly). As much as musi- 
cals are great for conveying the emotional 
arc of the story by, say, placing two romantic 
rivals on opposite sides of the stage as they 
sing about the object of their affection 
(looking at you, “I Know Him So Well”), 
there’s something to be said for those 
moments where the music can make you 
forget the story being told and just give you 
that sort of pop thrill. 


Jillian Owens: Though I usually gravitate 
toward large-scale production numbers - 
think “Be Our Guest” from Beauty and 
the Beast - one of the most perfect 
moments in Zilker Theatre Productions’ 
Sound of Music was much quieter. Just as 
the Captain is about to dismiss Maria for 
calling his children “unhappy little march- 
ing machines,” he hears them singing 
offstage in sweet harmony and breaks 
down. “You have brought music back into 
our home,” he says with a weak smile. I 
got chills, even in summer heat. What 
could be more beautiful than a musical 
reminding us of the healing, redemptive 
power of music? 


Robert Faires: I’ll confess to having a catch 
in my throat just then when I saw the Zilker 
show, too. And I felt a similar sentiment at 
the Palace Theatre’s Annie Get Your Gun, 
although it wasn’t explicitly related to the 
restorative qualities of music. But when you 
have more than 40 people together on a 
stage, all belting out Irving Berlin’s cornpone 
salute to show biz with the biggest grins ever 
on their faces, and you know they’re all ama- 
teurs, that they’ve come to this from grade 
schools and high schools and offices and 
stores and homes, that this is a true commu- 
nity represented onstage, bound together by 
their love of the stage, which they express in 


song, it’s moving. And what else can do that? 
There is no business like show business. 

So what do you think Austin does well 
when it does musicals? 

Owens: Only a few companies in town have 
the talent, budget, and balls to put a Rodgers 
and Hammer stein classic or contemporary 
Broadway smash on a local stage. Along 
with Zach Theatre and Texas State 
University, which received this year’s Austin 
Critics Table Award for Outstanding Musical 
for its staging of Oklahoma!, Zilker Theatre 
Productions hits the mark nearly every 
time. Austin is fortunate to have a pool of 
talented triple-threats who, along with these 
three companies, consistently give Austin 


the gift of traditional, large-scale, high qual- 
ity musical productions. 

Solomon: One thing we’re able to do in 
Austin with musicals is combine spectacle 
with intimacy. The production values on 
Chess were high, but it was also performed 
in a tent on a stretch of grassland in a hous- 
ing development - even those in the worst 
seats in the house had the show right in 
their faces, which is a cool, unique thing to 
be able to experience with musical theatre. 
Even at bigger houses, like Zach, that com- 
bination of spectacle and intimacy is in 
play. And when you bring it to a venue like 
Tamale House East, where I recently saw a 
workshop of The Becomings, it’s even more 
pronounced. Musicals are big things, and 
it’s neat to get so close to them. 

Faires: So true, and that proximity helps 
you not only feel closer to the action but 
also appreciate the nuances of a great musi- 
cal theatre performance. Actors here aren’t 
cast from that Ethel Merman mold: roaring 
through on star power and a brassy belter’s 
voice. They’re often dynamite singers, but 
many of them are fine actors, too - I’m 
thinking of people such as Meredith McCall, 
Jill Blackwood, Janis Stinson, Jamie 
Goodwin, Andrew Cannata, Brian Coughlin, 
Amy Downing - and they can ground you so 
strongly in a character that you’re not just 
waiting for the next song. You’re engaged 
with the life of that person onstage, and the 
song, when it comes, is this magical erup- 
tion of character. Patty Rowell was so deeply 
invested in Annie Oakley and such a hoot, 
she didn’t need to sing a note. But when she 
did, it was like fireworks you didn’t expect. 

So what do Austin musicals not do well? 
Owens: Perhaps more than any other genre 
of theatre, the musical embodies a deep ten- 
sion between art and commerce. It is a dis- 
tinctly American art form created to appeal 
to the masses by drawing upon and simpli- 
fying the “high art” operatic tradition. Now, 
I cherish and appreciate classics like The 
Sound of Music, but I think that the Austin 
musical theatre scene has a long way to go 
before it will rival its experimental nonmu- 
sical counterpart - to my knowledge, we’ve 
yet to develop a subversive musical equiva- 
lent of the Rude Mechs. 

Solomon: To put it bluntly, I think it’s easy 
to exhaust our talent pool during busy sea- 
sons. People who possess the unique set of 
skills that putting on a great musical 
requires - acting, singing, and dancing, at a 
minimum, and often a ton of charisma and 
strong comedic timing - get stretched pret- 
ty thin when a number of musicals happen 
around the same time. You’re more likely to 
have someone with some of those skills go 
flat during a solo or struggle with the chore- 
ography in this town than you might be in 
others. It’s kind of the flipside to intimacy. 
Faires: I find that especially true with danc- 
ers. Our bench here just isn’t that deep. It’s 
one thing when you have missed steps or 
the occasional look of terror on a perform- 
er’s face in a community production like 
Annie Get Your Gun, quite another in a 
show where every other aspect of the musi- 
cal staging is smooth and professional. ■

The more I think about it, the more I real- 
ize that just as it was God’s will for Maria 
to marry Captain Von Trapp, it is definitely 
God’s will for me to implore you to go see 
The Sound of Music at Zilker Park as soon 
as possible. Seriously. This is the best musi- 
cal production I have 
seen in Austin since 
Wicked - and that was 
a Broadway Across 
America touring show. 

We’re all familiar with 
the 1965 Julie Andrews 
film, and most of us 
(with the sad exception 
of my father) cherish 
childhood memories of 
“My Favorite Things” 
and “Do-Re-Mi” sing- 
alongs. But even if you 
don’t like musicals 
(what kind of person 
are you?!) and have an 
abnormal lack of nos- 
talgia for those seven 
sweet siblings bidding 
you “So Long, Farewell,” 

I guarantee that this 
utterly delightful pro- 
duction will at least make you crack a smile, 
or perhaps even shed a tear when dear Rolf 
(the devastatingly handsome Jordan Barron) 
turns to the dark side. 

I must admit that my eyes moistened as 
soon as Maria meandered onstage. Juilliard 
graduate and Austin Lyric Opera veteran 
Michelle Hache embodies the beloved gov- 
erness to perfection, with vocals that will give 
you goose bumps for days. Hache’s perfor- 


mance truly brought the Sheffield Theater’s 
jam-packed hill to life; on opening night, the 
rapt multigenerational audience adored every 
magical moment. We fell silent as some dozen 
nuns sang adulations in spectacular harmony 
and cheered as the “Lonely Goatherd” fouet- 
teyed center stage. We cooed when the chil- 
dren entered in their matching curtain outfits 
(just one example of Susan Branch Towne’s 
triumphant costumes), and we melted as the 
Captain (the immaculate Joshua Denning) 
sang the heartbreaking “Edelweiss,” flanked 

by Nazi soldiers and loom- 
ing red mountains. We 
even sympathized (a little 
bit) with Frau Schraeder 
(Leslie Hollingsworth) 
and Uncle Max (Neal 
Gibson), thanks to their 
solid vocals and two 
dashing songs that were 
cut from the film. 

Just as the Captain 
would have it, this produc- 
tion was shipshape from 
stem to stern. A well-oiled 
running crew brought Paul 
Davis’ elegant set pieces 
gliding on and off, accom- 
panied by John Vander 
Gheynst’s equally tight 
orchestra. Jason Amato, 
assisted by Patrick W. 
Anthony, has done it 
again with his lighting 
design, and sound designer Bill Mester and 
sound engineer Sam Kokajko expertly manipu- 
lated the tough acoustics of the outdoor 
space. Underneath it all, M. Scott Tatum’s 
deft direction and Courtney Wissinger’s sug- 
ary sweet choreography brought everything 
together in a fragrant bouquet of pure joy. Ok, 
now I’m really gushing. But I’m on a mission. 
Pack the cooler and hop in the car; elation 
awaits you on the Zilker hillside. - J.O.

Neighborhood 3: 
Requisition of Doom 

Blue Theatre , 916 Springdale 
www.poisonappleinitiative.com 
Through July 28 
Running time: 1 hr., 20 min. 

For those who complain that in our viral cul- 
ture theatre has lost its relevance, consider 
Neighborhood 3: Requisition of Doom. This 
is a play about what appear to be zombies 
stalking a low-key subdivision, staged during 
the Summer of Bath Salts, and it addresses 
themes that are probably another year or two 
away from being part of the mainstream dia- 
logue about the culture we’ve found ourselves 
living in. Chalk that one up to the art form - 
theatre’s low cost and quick turnaround let it 
react to the present and anticipate the future. 

Or put another way: Neighborhood 3: 
Requisition of Doom is about video games, 
and it asks questions about the culture sur- 
rounding America’s most profitable form of 
entertainment that it’s past time to start ask- 
ing. The play centers on a suburban neighbor- 
hood where the teenagers are all addicted to a 
game called Neighborhood 3, which maps the 
player’s subdivision into a multiplayer zombie 
shooter. The parents in the neighborhood, 
meanwhile, have noticed that things are get- 
ting weird outside, and their children are too 
attached to their controllers and keyboards to 
notice. As the game goes on, players reach the 
Final Flouse, and the lines start to get blurry. 

In Poison Apple Initiative’s production, Zac 
Carr and Olivia Frierson play all of the teen- 
agers, while Michael Kranes and Cassadie 
Peterson handle the adult roles. Some of 
the immediacy that Neighborhood benefits 
from takes its toll on the staging: Carr and 
Peterson, who do most of the heavy lift- 
ing, are up to the task of playing multiple 


characters convincingly, while Frierson and 
Kranes struggle to connect with the people 
they’re trying to portray. The set’s minimalist 
in ways that suggest that things were rushed 
rather than deliberate, and kinks like a nigh- 
unintelligible voiceover during scene changes 
weren’t properly worked out. But this is (rela- 
tively) new work, having debuted in 2009, so 
the script by former Austin playwright Jennifer 
Haley, which shines in dialogue and storytell- 
ing, is what’s most important here. 

What price gamers pay for doing horrible 
things in a virtual world is one question that 
the gaming media has struggled to ask seri- 
ously, as developers thrill to their ability to 
raise ethical dilemmas that they’re ill-prepared 
to properly address. In the theatre, though, 
where the uncanny valley is far away and the 
comfy confines of the couch are abandoned 
for real people doing real things in front of you, 
those questions are visceral and hard to ignore. 
Smashing a zombie’s face with a hammer is a 
good time on a PS3, but watching it enacted a 
dozen feet from you onstage is less comfort- 
able. Credit Neighborhood 3, Haley, and Poison 
Apple Initiative for utilizing the strengths of an 
“irrelevant” medium to better explore the weak- 
nesses of our most popular. - Dan Solomon 



Solo Symphony 
Rollins Theatre at the Long Center,

Solo Symphony, a music and movement 
work for Austin Symphony maestro Peter Bay 
by Forklift Danceworks Artistic Director Allison 
Orr, proved an important thing about music 
and dance: Symbiosis is everything. When 
Bay was really conducting the 13-member 
chamber ensemble onstage - in direct con- 
versation with the individual musicians and 
the orchestral whole - he was vibrant, witty, 
and enthralling. When he was performing the 
movement sequences that Orr developed 
from some of Bay’s conducting gestures, he 
was still charming and interesting, but you 
could tell the difference. 

Following an introduction by composer 
Graham Reynolds’ atmospheric piano, 
which said very clearly, “Here comes some- 
thing special - pay attention,” the lights 
went up on a flipped orchestra: Bay faced 
the audience before the musicians, whose 
backs were to us. No one comes closer to 
playing god than an orchestra conductor, 
and Bay’s governance was a benevolent,

Conscience Hesitatus tries to do some 
very interesting things. Will Davenport 
(Domenic Procaccini II) is a prison guard 
who works long hours to support his fam- 
ily, only to discover one day that his wife 
has been abusing their children. She’s 
locked up, and he begins to navigate the 
sad world of re-entry into bachelorhood 
while attempting to regain custody of his 
kids, attend night school to become a 
peace officer, and maintain some sem- 
blance of professional integrity (meaning 
he doesn’t beat up prisoners for fun, 
but he also doesn’t report it when other 
guards do). He’s surrounded by other 
guards who are either hugely aggressive 
or pathetically spacey. 

In a way, this original play by Bretton B. 
Holmes is a bit like a latter-day Woyzeck, in 
which a working-class man is confronted with 
the sad realities of his station. Davenport 
means well, and his inaction in the first half 
says something about what it is to navigate 
life in possession of a weak character. 

However, the similarities stop there, 
largely due to a script from an inexpe- 
rienced writer and a production from a 
company that is still gaining its footing. 
The script doesn’t make sense. A home 
visit from the county in this play means 
a close-minded interrogation from one 
Dr. Wolfe (Andrew Brett), who disregards 
blatant accusations of child abuse. Fellow 
guard Dirk Mapleton (Derek Vandi) has 
extreme and unexplained aggression 
issues, but the plot point on which his 
guilt is proven is flimsy at best. 

Director Douglas Mackie never catches 
on to the rhythm of the dialogue, and so, 
even at 90 minutes, the play drags as the 
actors allow dead air in. Last Act Theatre 
Company has staged Conscience Hesitatus 



in a North Austin office building, and the 
setting kind of works. However, it’s unlucky 
if anyone from the surrounding offices 
decides to work late: The walls are not 
soundproof. The company has also cast 
actors who, judging from their performanc- 
es, are relatively inexperienced on the pro- 
fessional stage. Some show promise, but 
on the whole, it’s a well-meaning group of 
actors who appear to lack formal training. 

Starting up a theatre company isn’t 
easy, and in the first year, a producer 
doesn’t necessarily get the first pick of the 
draft when it comes to locating a script or 
casting actors. What that means, however, 
is that it’s that much more important for 
a fledgling company to locate scripts that 
are manageable, both for producing and 
for casting, and to build relationships with 
a few key people who have talent and 
experience. The rest will come.

He often evinced a sly, know- 
ing smile as he drew out a phrase; other 
times, he did a quick sideways bend, jerk- 
ing his elbow as if delivering the punch line 
of a joke. 

Between Bay’s conducting and some can- 
did, autobiographical audio clips, he moved 
and listened. Some of the choreographed 
gestures, performed in silence and to 
Reynolds’ sound design, were memorable, 
especially as lit by Stephen Pruitt. Palms 
turned outward before him, Bay seemed 
to hold the surface of a large globe, and 
he twisted one hand held out from the 
waist like a sword in an enemy’s gut. A 
simple pointing upward was reminiscent of 
“I swear” in ballet mime. But in sections 
where Bay’s hand chopped the air, bladelike, 
Reynolds’ loud, electronic drum - perhaps 
meant to evoke empathy with the tormented 
audience of that notorious first performance 
of Stravinsky’s Rite of Spring - manhandled 
the show’s dynamic. 


After a final audio clip in which Bay 
described, in simple but passionate terms, 
his sheer love of music, he conducted an 
orchestral arrangement of Bach’s lilting 
“Sheep May Safely Graze.” After a few min- 
utes, he stepped down from the podium for 
the first time. Hands clasped, smiling, he 
rocked to the gentle music and meandered 
through the orchestra, admiring the musi- 
cians, immersing himself in their sound. He 
emerged upstage, back-to-back with the play- 
ers, and began his conducting movements 
again, facing the audience. His countenance 
remained kind, but his exuberance had gone. 
Unlike the musicians who usually sit before 
him, we, the audience, only sat in silence, 
and I was overcome by a terrible sense of 
failure; no matter how earnestly he sought to 
draw out sound, we were at a loss to make 
his music play. While I heard sniffles in the 
audience throughout the piece, the ending 
was what brought a lump to my own throat.

At one time, chicken eggs and duck eggs were equally popular 
with Americans. Most farms kept both chickens and ducks, and the 
eggs are roughly the same size. But as egg production moved away 
from small family farms to more industrial settings, chicken eggs 
became the preferred product. There are many reasons for this, but 
a number of them are rather dreadful. For one thing, chickens will 
continue to lay eggs even when they are kept in unsanitary, crowd- 
ed conditions. Ducks will not; they must have clean, humane condi- 
tions or they will not thrive. Chickens can be fed a wide range of 
antibiotics to prevent illness when they are kept in the aforemen- 
tioned horrific conditions; ducks do not tolerate antibiotics well, and 
must instead be kept in low stress, pleasant surroundings. In short, 
ducks resist factory farming. 

Possibly because of this, duck eggs compare very favorably nowa- 
days with hen eggs when it comes to both nutrition and flavor. They 
contain 25% less water, as ducks are often damp when they sit on 
their eggs, so their eggs need less internal water. They have a larger 
yolk-to-white ratio and are easier to digest. They have more protein 
than chicken eggs and they contain less cholesterol. Their whites 
are noticeably whiter, and their yolks are a deeper orange. The addi- 
tional protein causes them to give superior baking results: the 
whites whip up higher and the yolks add greater richness. In fact, 



many baking contest winners have used duck eggs as their “secret 
ingredient” to achieve taller, fluffier cakes with a richer crumb. 

Even when they are just cooked for breakfast, duck eggs taste 
like the best eggs you have ever been lucky enough to eat. The 
shells are harder, the whites resist spreading, and the yolks 
“break” less often in frying. Why am I telling you all this? Because 
now you can get duck eggs from Munkebo Farms at the Saturday 
and Tuesday Farmers Markets. In addition to duck eggs ($8 a 
dozen), Munkebo also sells quail eggs ($5 for ten), goose eggs 
($4 for two) and guinea hen eggs ($8 a dozen). All of these spe- 
cialty eggs will astound you with their quality and flavor; the goose 
eggs in particular will make your quiches, omelettes, and custards 
stunningly rich and delicate. Germaine Swenson and Ivan Matula 
at Munkebo Farms feed their fowl only sprouted, organic grain, and 
each variety of bird enjoys their own pasture and bunkhouse - 
except for the ducks; they share their lake and pasture with the 
geese. “Ducks are very laid-back and friendly,” says Swenson. “The 
geese just like to hang around with them.” - Kate Thornberry 



Marius by Michel 
Chapoutier 

Michel Chapoutier 
is widely known as 
one of the great 
winemakers of the 
Rhone Valley. His 
greatest wines are so 
prized by collectors 
that their prices can 
skyrocket into the thou- 
sands of dollars. Still, 

Chapoutier seems fascinated by the 
concept of an everyday wine that can 
be easily enjoyed while conversing with 
friends, yet serious enough to stand 
up to a good, hearty meal. That has 
been the reason for his wonderful col- 
lection of red, white, and Rose wines 


from the Cotes du Rhone 
known as Belleruche. 

Now Chapoutier turns his 
sights to the Langue- 
doc for a new wine that 
he named after his 
grandfather. Chapoutier 
says his grandfather, 
Marius, is the one who 
ignited his passion for 
winemaking in the first 
place, and I use the term pas- 
sion advisedly. Go to Chapoutier’s web- 
site and you’ll find some lascivious 
short stories supposedly ripped from 
the pages of Marius’ diary. Ah, but 
we’re here to talk about the wine. 

Marius ($13) comes in both white 
and red varieties, though our focus 


this week is on the white version. 
Chapoutier uses two of the most com- 
mon white grapes of the Languedoc, 
the Terret and the Vermentino. 

The Terret has the kind of wet stone 
aromas that combine well with the 
Vermentino’s citrusy and floral scents 
to give you a delightful sipping wine. 
Both grapes also have good acidity, 
so they match up nicely with food. 
Marius makes an ideal pairing with 
seafood kebabs, crab cakes, or iced 
shellfish with a remoulade sauce. A 
great way to while away an afternoon 
would be a seafood tower, a bottle of 
Marius, and a few caresses with 
someone you care about. That would 
probably please Michel’s bon-papa 
as well. - Wes Marshall

Although what food we saw looked and 
smelled good, the kitchen wasn’t taking orders, 
because the cook had to catch up on prep work. 
We left disappointed. Any small business owner 
who promotes an opening they aren’t prepared 
for creates a very bad first impression that will 
be difficult to overcome. I’m deliberately not men- 
tioning the name of the place because the opera- 
tor already has enough problems and I should 
never have been there in the first place, but this 
is the reason successful restaurateurs work out 
kinks at soft openings with friends and family.

The Story Behind the Menu

Newcomers to the Hill Top Cafe might be 
surprised to find a blackboard menu offering 
a melange of Greek, Cajun/Creole, and down- 
home Texas dishes at a rural Texas road- 
house, but to anyone who knows the history 
of the place, that curious menu makes per- 
fect sense. The story behind the menu is the 
heart and soul of the restaurant and a big 
part of what has made the cafe a Hill 
Country culinary attraction for just over 
30 years. 

The son of Greek immigrants, bluesman 
Johnny Nicholas pursued a music career 
from the East Coast to Chicago, Louisiana, 


and finally Austin, where he joined Asleep 
at the Wheel in the late Seventies (see 
“Rembitika,” Music, p.40). Brenda 
Schlaudt is a descendant of German immi- 
grants who settled near Fredericksburg in 
the second half of the 19th century. She 
grew up in Port Arthur, but spent her sum- 
mers with her oma and opa on the family’s 
ancestral ranch in the Hill Country. The 
Austin music scene brought Johnny and 
Brenda together. In 1980, the couple bought 
an old gas station roadhouse in the vicinity 
of that same ranch and turned it into the 
Hill Top Cafe, a home base for their family, 


Johnny’s music, and Brenda’s cooking. From 
the blues memorabilia on the walls to the 
music on the stage and the dishes on the 
blackboard menu, the restaurant reflects 
Johnny’s ethnic heritage and musical talent, 
Brenda’s deep Texas roots and cooking 
skills, and their shared affinity for the food 
of the Gulf Coast Cajun country. 

When we visited on a recent Saturday, the 
cafe was in the capable hands of Johnny and 
Brenda’s son, Willie John Nicholas, 28, who 
says he’s been working around the family 
business since he was a little kid. He 
explained that while his mother still keeps an 
eye on things at the cafe, she also invests 
plenty of time in her other passion, garden- 
ing. Brenda’s two big gardens, one at the res- 
taurant and the other on the nearby family 
ranch, provide as much seasonal produce as 
possible for the menu. Our introduction to 
dishes sourced from the garden was a fried 
green tomato appetizer special ($10) 
dressed with fresh red tomato sauce and a 
sprinkle of melted cheese - a fresh bite of 
summer if ever there was one. Our next 
appetizer choice was Brenda’s famous blue 
crab cakes ($16), two lightly sauteed patties 
of sweet crabmeat that are all meat and no 
filler, sitting on a tiny dollop of tangy beurre 
blanc sauce. 

We certainly could have gone the light 
lunch salad route, as there are several wor- 
thy choices available, but other options beck- 
oned. Head for the Gulf Coast with a bowl of 
the cafe’s signature Port Arthur shrimp 
gumbo ($6 a cup), an inky dark roux and fla- 
vorful broth packed with plenty of shrimp. My 
friend paired the gumbo with the cafe’s hom- 
age to the New Orleans muffaletta, a Blind 
Pig sandwich ($10 for half). This open 
faced behemoth sports a pile of thinly sliced 
ham, fresh tomatoes, olive oil, and herbs on 
slices of crisp-crusted muffaletta bread, 
under a thick mantle of melted, aged provolo- 
ne. The half sandwich was more than enough 
for two people. It’s hard to imagine how many 
people it would take to finish a whole one! 


My chicken fried steak ($16) was just as I 
remembered it from previous visits: tender, 
tasty beef in a crunchy, hand-breaded crust 
paired with sides of mashed potatoes, 
stewed fresh okra, and some well-spiced 
black beans topped with a little pico de ga No. 
The only thing missing was a big enough 
serving of gravy. 

For years, Hill Top’s desserts were made 
by an elderly neighbor lady referred to on the 
menu as “Miss Gladys” and they were a 
major attraction. We’re told Miss Gladys has 
passed the dessert torch to another baker 
now, but you still shouldn’t leave here without 
having dessert. My all-time favorite remains 
the blackberry pie ($8), sweet-tart fruit 
encased in an impossibly tender, flaky crust - 
served warm, under a melting scoop of Blue 
Bell ice cream. And the Italian cream cake 
($8) is one of the best renditions of that 
Seventies mainstay that is ever likely to pass 
your lips. 

To experience the entire Hill Top Cafe oper- 
ation in all its glory, make reservations for 
their next special event coming up August 4. 
Steve Riley & the Mamou Playboys will 
play two shows (6:30-8pm, and 8:30pm-close) 
paired with a four-course dinner for $50, or 
$75 if you opt to stay all evening. The Hill 
Top Cafe is a distinctive slice of the Hill 
Country that you don’t want to miss.

A Luv Supreme 

I LUV VIDEO CELEBRATES 30 YEARS WITH A ‘BLADE RUNNER’-THEMED BASH byMarcSaviov 


Remember the death of the great American independent video 
store? That bleak yet hi-rez moment a few years back when even rental 
behemoth Blockbuster looked poised to crumple under the combined 
online assault of Netflix, Hulu, iTunes, and hordes of then-unknown 
streaming start-ups? Yeah, well, in Austin at least, it never happened. 
The good guys won, mostly. Yes, longtime local indie Encore Music & 
Movies fell victim to the online marketplace, but on the plus side, the 
commercial rental chains (what’s left of them) are walking dead while 
the status of corporate DVD rental outlets is shaky at best. 

And now here’s Austin’s beloved indie video mecca I Luv Video cel- 
ebrating not only their third decade in the video rental biz - 28 years 
in their current incarnation, to be precise - but also 
the 30th anniversary of the release of Ridley Scott’s 
Blade Runner and co-owner Conrad Bejarano’s 50th 
year on the planet with a massive, costume party- 
cum-screening of Scott’s soggy, dystopian master- 
piece in its rarely seen original cut, complete with Harrison Ford nar- 
ration and all. “That was the first laser disc I ever bought,” explains 
Bejarano, “and it’s by far my all-time favorite movie. Make sure you 
mention that we’re giving away an original Blade Runner one-sheet 
signed by Scott and all the major cast members.” (Done.) 

As if that weren’t cause enough for tipsy, retro-futuristic merriment, 
the blowout - slated for Friday, July 20 at the Spider House 29th St. 
Ballroom - is also doubling (tripling?) as a launch party for I Luv’s 
new and improved (i.e., slightly less cluttered) web presence, some- 
thing that co-owners Bejarano and John Dorgan have been meaning 
to redesign for some time. 

Reflecting on the origins and success of what is one of the most 
gloriously overstuffed indie video outlets in the country (second only 
to Seattle’s famed Scarecrow Video), Dorgan says, “We’ve always had 
a very nontraditional, nonjudgmental way of running [I Luv Video]. 
Customers would come in, and still do, just to hang out and talk 
about movies, music, whatever. And I say this in all humility, but I 
think that’s what’s made us the best. Austin is what really made I Luv 


Video. The employees did, the customers did, the culture did. [Conrad 
and I] were just facilitating. And it was just so exciting to be a part of 
these discoveries that people were making about films. It’s fun to be 
the one to pass on a really cool film to somebody. And that’s kind of 
always been our ethos.” 

As somebody who lives for those pristine, ecstatic moments of cin- 
ematic discovery and for the visceral pleasure of turning others onto 
those discoveries, I get Dorgan’s point. And as both Bejarano and he 
have been quick to point out again and again, the two I Luv Video 
locations - and, it goes without saying, their friendly competitors over 
at Vulcan Video - act as much as community cultural centers as they 
do retail, sales, and rental services. Like the sign on I 
Luv’s Guadalupe store said (up until recently), “A 
Redbox never gave me free beer,” a reference to I 
Luv’s predictably popular and self-explanatory “Free 
Beer Tuesdays.” 

In a very real way, wandering into I Luv Video’s cavernous Airport 
Boulevard location is akin to stepping into the hallowed, musty, imagi- 
nation-firing library in Ray Bradbury’s Something Wicked This Way 
Comes. It’s a place of refuge from the clamorous and chaotic reality 
outside, but just as often an embarkation point for the even more 
complex, challenging, and downright magical multiverse of cinema. 

Sure, Netflix and its online iterations are still a threat, of sorts, but 
they’ve been taken down a notch or three by the seemingly sudden 
and still somewhat tentative boutique trendiness of, for instance, 
Alamo offshoot Mondo’s sporadic forays into limited edition VHS re- 
releases. VHS, and by extension video outlets like I Luv Video, are 
seeing their cool factor grow exponentially. Like a virus. Or, apropos of 
everything, a zombie outbreak. There’s even an I Luv iPhone app 
somewhere not too far down the road, according to Bejarano. 

So, rumors of the demise of Austin’s indie video outlets appear to 
have been somewhat exaggerated, and while video may have killed 
the radio star (and not a moment too soon), nothing seems to be 
able to kill video. And that calls for a party. ■

Down By Law 

Criterion, $ 39.95 (Blu-ray) 

Jim Jarmusch’s third feature was 
nominated for the Palme d’Or at Cannes 
in 1986. It lost to Roland Joffe’s The 
Mission. But since the director’s Stranger 
than Paradise nailed the Golden Camera 
prize two years prior, Jarmusch - an Akron 
native, but born from the same New York 
City punk/no wave art-squall that gave 
us Steve Buscemi, Lizzie Borden, Richard 
Kern, and Susan Seidelman (peep Celine 
Danhier’s fine doc Blank City for the full 
skinny) - was cool with that. Or not. In a 
lengthy audio chat (not a commentary, per 
se) ported over from Criterion’s 2002 DVD 
release, he admits that while he ended 
up on the Cannes ’85 jury, he has “a 
problem with juries and judging films as 
a group.” That said, also on the jury that 
year was the Italian manic-pixie-nightmare 
boy Roberto Benigni. As Jarmusch tells 
it, they bonded over their shared nicotine 
fiendings, skipping out on various screen- 
ings they were supposed to be judging and 
finding a lingua franca in a mutual mangled 
French. Always with one eye peeled for jury 
head Robert Wise, who was quick to chas- 
tise the two “delinquents,” Benigni was the 
missing piece of 
a story Jarmusch 
had been kicking 
around in his head 
for some time. 
Partly inspired, 
kinda sorta, by 
Stanley Kramer’s 
The Defiant 
Ones , Down By 
Law follows the 
non-exploits of 
three soon-to- 
be prisoners in 
New Orleans: Tom Waits’ DJ Zack, John 
Lurie’s pimp Jack, and Benigni’s Roberto, 
the (very) odd man in. Benigni’s command 
of the English language remained non- 
existent; he worked phonetically from a 
collection of American idioms he carried 
around with him. But Roberto, the loopy 
annoyance that perpetually works his cell 
mates’ penultimate nerves, is the one who 
eventually realizes the trio’s escape into 
the surrounding bayou. This Blu-ray edition 
electrifies with its impossibly crisp digital 
reproduction of director of photography 
Robby Muller’s camerawork. It’s by turns 
breathtaking, claustrophobic, and wide- 
open. It’s also, post-Katrina, a valuable 
historical record of certain parts of the 
Big Easy now lost forever to the engulf- 
ing kudzu and governmental laissez-foutre 
that malingers over the once-great city to 
this day. The opening tracking shot of a) 
a hearse, b) a graveyard, and c) the Lower 
Ninth Ward is ruefully riveting and, now, 
freighted with even more ominous portent 
than Jarmusch could have dreamed.

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All Your Memes 
Are Belong to Us 

Austinites bloom where they’re planted, and local 
meme-makers are here to help us laugh at ourselves

Albert Bui didn’t mean to become an 
overnight sensation. All he was doing was 
goofing around on a Thursday night. But 
less than 48 hours after posting to Eacebook 
his Judgmental Austin Map, a satirical 
visual guide to the various enclaves of cul- 
ture here in the capital city, it had gone 
viral, the number of people sharing it via 
the click of a button mushrooming from the 
hundreds to the thousands. Soon, people 
were giggling about living among the 
“comfy fatties” of Circle C or the “overly 
practical gays” of Allandale, sheepishly 
acknowledging their participation in the 
compartmentalization of Austin. 

The map was born out of an informal 
anthropological study of sorts. Bui, who 
spends most of the year in New York and 
summers in Austin, began to notice the 
changes in town over the course of a couple 
of years. “So many people have come to 
Austin, and people started living in little 
pockets, just like New York. Instead of it

being UT people and then everybody else 
and then people in Westlake, each neigh- 
borhood is all very different now.” 

These observations were then overlaid 
onto a map of Austin, featuring a composite 
of the types of people Bui observed on his 
daily treks around the city. “I travel around 
Austin all day, looking for random stuff, all 
day, just driving all around,” he says over a 
virgin cocktail at Contigo, itself emblematic 
of a certain Austin enclave. “I started notic- 
ing the differences between people and 
where they shop. That’s where the H-E-B 
thing came in because, wherever you are in 
the day, you have to stop at H-E-B to get 
some random thing, and it’s always a differ- 
ent [vibe]. If I’m on the Eastside, it’s the 
super-scary one, then you go up north [to 
Burnet and Koenig] and that one’s even 
weirder. The one down on Oltorf, people are 
trying to be fun and quirky and have weird 
hair. But we’re all from Austin.” 

And that’s why the Judgmental Map 
mushroomed: We’re all from Austin and we 
all see a little bit of ourselves in that map, 
even though it might be a rather snarky 
interpretation of the city’s cultural land- 
scape and the colorful little enclaves that it 
comprises. The map became a meme 
because there was truth in its humor. 
“Memes are little bits of ourselves that 
we’re comforted by seeing in other people,” 
says Bui. “We all have a funny little label 
and we’re all interesting and we’re all part 
of Austin in a really cool way.” 

Memes have been circulating around the 
Internet since, well, the Internet was invent- 
ed. The evolutionary biologist Richard 
Dawkins coined the word “meme” in his 
1976 book, The Selfish Gene, writing, “We 
need a name for the new replicator, a noun 
that conveys the idea of a unit of cultural 
transmission, or a unit of imitation.” Memes 
spread via multiple online channels, from 
social media sites to aggregators like Reddit 
and around and around, navigating a digital 
gyre. Think back to “all your base are belong 
to us,” arguably the first Internet meme of 
note, which turned a screenshot from a badly 
translated Japanese video game into a gut- 
busting collection of images placing that 
phrase in hilariously unexpected contexts. 
This, in turn, spawned generations of LOLcats, 
images of Sad Keanu Photoshopped into 
absurd situations, and, most recently, photo- 
graphs of dorky-looking animals with cap- 
tions exclaiming things like, “Ermahgerd! 
Ferncer Ferst!” 

“The function of memes is to drive a dif- 
ferent kind of humor,” says Natalie Darrah, 
the creator of the #WHENINAU STIN blog

(www.wheninatx.tumblr.com), which both skewers 
and celebrates Austin’s culture via pairings 
of animated .gifs (themselves Internet 
memes) and pithy one-liners. “Comedy is 
funny because it can exist in everything, 
but it’s not as digestible as memes are.” 

The beauty of a hyperlocal blog like 
#WHENINAU STIN, then, is that it provides 
Austinites the opportunity to laugh at them- 
selves - and at life in Austin in general - in 
easily recognizable and absorbable nuggets. 
When an Austinite reads an entry depicting a 
WWE (World Wrestling 
Entertainment) actor doing 
a broad double take with the 
caption, “when you tell a UT 
student that Trudy’s isn’t all 
that great,” they can laugh 
because they know that 
Trudy’s business model 
depends not on the quality 
of their tacos and flaquities, but on the vora- 
cious appetite college students have for chips 
and queso and potent margaritas. In short, 
#WHENINAU STIN captures the joy (the 
king-of-the-world feeling of moving freely on 
1-35 on a weekday) and heartbreak (having an 
advanced degree and being unemployable, 
even at Whole Foods) of life in Austin. 

The inside-baseball nature of hyperlocal 
memes isn’t just the domain of snarky hip- 
sters, though. In fact, one can still document a 
segment of Austin life without having spent a 
lifetime here. In February of this year, Daniel 


Monroy, a University of Texas freshman from 
Guatemala, established the UTexas Memes 
Facebook page (www.facebook.com/UTexasMemes), 
where students draw from the existing pool of 
Internet memes and tweak them to speak to a 
uniquely burnt-orange experience. For exam- 
ple, someone tooling around the page, which 
has more than 18,000 “likes,” might not iden- 
tify with the image of a young woman’s tear- 
streaked face with the caption, “Ran out of 
BevoBucks, still a full semester left,” but any 
undergrad who has blown through their pre- 
paid campus-specific credit 
card can identify. 

Momentous events also 
generate their own memes, 
such as the unfortunate, yet 
nonfatal, collision between a 
freshman and a Capital 
Metro bus. Soon the UTexas 
Memes page exploded with 
variations on the “No cruce enfrente del auto- 
bus” message each CapMetro bus broadcasts 
to its passengers (“Challenge accepted,” 
crowed one meme over an image of a bus). 
The same thing goes for graduation, finals, 
registration, and, Monroy expects, the onset 
of football season. 

“It really shows the involvement of UT 
students and how we’re connected and 
share stuff,” says Monroy, a double major 
in computer science and math. “Most peo- 
ple who didn’t go to UT wouldn’t really 
understand things like ‘I’m in the PCL by 
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the window.’” And while UTexas Memes 
may offer a view into a particular experi- 
ence of going to UT that isn’t available to 
people otherwise, the page may ultimately 
be a victim of its own success in that 
Monroy recently struck a deal with the 
University Co-op (universally accepted as 
evil on the memes page) to sell T-shirts 
featuring certain memes without paying 
proper credit to the memes’ creators. “It 
really is about the students, not me,” says 
Monroy, insisting that the students whose 
memes are sold as T-shirts will get some 
sort of credit. As of this writing, it is unclear 
what that credit will look like. 

Some local meme-makers find the pop- 
ularity of their memes both amusing and 
perplexing. Nathan Black is a photogra- 
pher, bouncer, and unemployed tech- 
industry worker who has been laid off five 
times in the past five years. His meme, 
the Dirty Sixth Street Bar Generator 
(www.hundredflowers.com/barname) - which takes 
a list of 100 states of drunkenness and 
another list of 100 animals and randomizes 
them to make the Ripped Varmint, say, or 
the Dirty Egret - was both a goof and a 
professional development project of sorts. 
“I was refreshing my coding skills because 


I’m still looking for a job and it was liter- 
ally the dumbest thing that could possibly 
work,” says Black at Bennu Coffee, his 
daytime haunt. “That it’s getting noticed 
at all cracks me up.” 

In many ways, Black’s story - not the one 
about the meme he created, but the story of 
his bad luck on the job market, his creative 
projects (Black has run the website 
www.knuckletattoos.com for six years), and the 
fact that after more than 20 years in this 
town, he may have to leave in order to make 
a living - is the story of Austin itself. It’s 
easy to come here and hard to leave, espe- 
cially since, as the local meme-makers have 
made abundantly clear, there is so much 
here to love and hate - and laugh at. 

“Everyone here has come for a reason, 
and it isn’t hard to live here. If you’re a 
hippie or a foodie, a movie buff, a music 
buff, there’s something for you to do, and 
there are little [cultural] pockets to nur- 
ture that,” says Darrah. “I know that I 
wouldn’t fit in with the hippie kids or the 
foodies or the really hip kids that eat glu- 
ten-free food all day and go to Wheatsville. 
But they’re here, and I can observe them 
and it’s super fun to exist in a culture that 
finds places to put all of those people.” ■

Amidst rumors of demise, Lovejoys’ 
owner Eric Wolf posted a statement on the 
Sixth Street bar’s Facebook page on 
Sunday: “After struggling for the last few 
years with rising costs and decreasing reve- 
nues, we can no longer afford to keep the 
doors open at 604 Neches.” Faced with 
ever-increasing rent, it was simply priced 
out of the expensive Downtown 
market. The popular dive, with 
varied imports and inexpen- 
sive craft beers on tap, was 
regarded by regulars as a 
Downtown counterpoint to 
the shot-bar shit show 
that surrounds it. 

“I will miss Lovejoys,” 
reflected singer and label 
impresario Jeff Smith. “It 
was a deep pool of soul in a 
sea of heartless asshattery.” 

Smith’s corn-fed punk band of 
the last couple of decades, the 
Hickoids - descending on the Hole in 
the Wall next Thursday, July 26 - exudes an 
intelligence and sleaze on par with the brew- 
pub’s ambience. Six days a week, Lovejoys 
wasn’t a live music venue, but on Thursday 
nights, it was one of the best in town, with 
$2 pints and free bands colliding for a per- 





feet storm of dirty rock & roll revelry. Mostly 
local acts kicked it in front of the cloud 
mural, but occasionally the bar showcased 
larger-than-life acts including Roky Erickson 
and Gogol Bordello. Credit longtime 
employee Marcello Murphy for the unlikely 
venue’s musical yield. He began booking 
bands six years ago as a temporary mea- 
sure to drum up business and 
couldn’t stop because they 
kept calling. 

“This place defied all 
laws,” laments Murphy. 
“It’s the only bar I’ve ever 
been to where there’s a 
traveling kid talking to a 
guy who makes six fig- 
ures a year. That doesn’t 
happen in nature, but it 
happens here.” 

While Wolf says he 
hopes to maintain normalcy 
until the bar’s August 5 closing, 
they did book an abnormally heavy- 
weight bill for the last Thursday (August 2), 
with Party Wizard, Honky, Amplified 
Heat, and Scorpion Child. Also, say good- 
bye on the last night at neighboring tattoo 
parlor Sailor’s Grave, which will ink $20 
Lovejoys fez tattoos for diehard s.

Megafauna: No Fear 

The story of Surreal Estate, the new album by 
the prog-grunge locals Megafauna, begins with 
singer/guitarist Dani Neff finishing law school 
at UT. “The two things are so diametrically 
opposed: The law is rule-based and music is 
free and judged by emotion. I was living some- 
one else’s dream,” she admits. That sense of 
being off-course inspired the new disc’s lyrical 
themes, but more than that, Surreal Estate is a 
sea change album for the ocean-heavy trio. It favors seismic grooves over previous math rock 
angles and leaves more space for Neff’s halcyon vocals, which are supersized by multi-tracked 
harmonies on this sophomore release. The hallmark of Megafauna’s sound, Neff’s raging guitar 
work, remains - though that may be all you recognize of the original trio. Standout bassist Will 
Krause left the band in early 2012 and longtime drummer Cameron Page laid down his sticks 
not long after. Megafauna’s new-blood lineup features bassist Greg Yancey and drummer Zack 
Humphrey, both of whom helped slay a packed house at Mohawk’s inside room two weeks 
back for the CD release show, slamming out old and new songs with precision while Neff shred- 
ded and sang about energizing your spirit and losing your fear. 



Less Swan, More Dive 

Swan Dive, the heavenly achromatic Red River club, is changing direction - moving away from 
nightly live bands, because people don’t want to pay to get in. “We would see people look in and 
want to experience the lovely decor, but then keep on walking once they found out about the 
cover,” says owner Harvey Graham. Now, he says, they’re going to focus less on the “Swan” and 
more on the “Dive.” “We’re lowering our prices, getting rid of cover charges for the most part, and 
focusing on dancing, with Swan Dive being connected to Barbarella so that one can go back and 
forth between the two clubs with drinks.” In other words, Swan Dive merges with the neighboring 
nightclub, both spaces sharing ownership. While DJs will monopolize the venue’s entertainment 
schedule, old-timey acts will still grace Swan Dive’s picturesque stage on Fridays and Saturdays.

Call it what you want, but to Johnny Nicholas it’s the blues

Johnny Nicholas has it sweet. 

His 6pm Wednesday sets at the Saxon Pub have been 
standing room only since they began in June. As a musi- 
cian, he’s earned emeritus status among bluesmen black 
and white. Topping it off, he and his wife of more than 30 
years, Brenda, own and operate Fredericksburg’s ever pop- 
ular Hill Top Cafe (see Food review, p.32). 

Yet lives well spent are seldom normal. For Nicholas, a 
crazy quilt of cultures fed his hunger for the blues, coloring 
it with vibrant influences. He needed that when family 
tragedy left a vicious hole not even the blues could fill. 
Making matters worse, the very music that’s driven his life 
now flounders, taking with it the names that defined it. 

Whatever the circumstances, one constant remains. 
Johnny plays that guitar just like ringing a bell. 

Past Blues 

Come midweek - hump day - Johnny Nicholas journeys 
some 70 miles from Fredericksburg to South Lamar’s 
knighted nightclub. The 90-minute drive is unseasonably 
green, compared to last summer’s parched landscape. 
This year’s good weather brought back the famed peaches 
from Fredericksburg and Nicholas brings a box full of 
them to the Saxon weekly, as long as the crop lasts, free 
for the taking. 

Nicholas has driven to and from gigs for much of his 64 
years. And driven is the right word. Whether by vehicle or 
passion, he’s followed his restless instincts, always. It led 
Nicholas, from a Greek family in an Italian Rhode Island 
community, to leave home in 1966 as a preteen and never 
move back. 

“The Greek music I listened to as a kid was really 
spooky,” says Nicholas, leaning forward. “I didn’t know at 
the time it came from a form called rembitika, Greek blues. 
Born in the prisons during the dictatorships of the Thirties 
and Forties - on handmade instruments. Haunting, moan- 
ing, soulful stuff.” 

Rembitika had slid into Nicholas’ past by the time he 
ventured to a popular college town that started with the let- 
ter “A” and boasted a notable music scene. In the Seventies, 
Ann Arbor, Mich., teemed with youthful creativity, a lively 
and politically aware music populace, and the Ann Arbor 
Blues and Jazz Festival. That was all it took to convince 
Nicholas, who returned to New England, completed book- 
ings, and hopped the fence along 1-95. With a duffel bag and 
guitar, he hitchhiked to Ann Arbor. 

Once there, he jammed seven nights a week with old and 
new friends, and Johnny Nicholas & the Boogie Brothers 
landed a slot at the town’s 1972 festival. Live double record 
Ann Arbor Blues & Jazz Festival 1972 glitters with soul and 
blues stars Muddy Waters, Howlin’ Wolf with Hubert 
Sumlin, Bobby Blue Bland, Freddie King, Koko Taylor, 
Willie Dixon, and Sun Ra. Nicholas’ band got its shot too, 
plus they backed Johnny Shines for “Dust My Broom.” Also 
making her major-label debut with Sippie Wallace was 
Bonnie Raitt. 

“[Festival producer] John Sinclair of the White Panther 
Party decided to rename us because he thought it was cool 
we had a chick playing bass in the band,” recalls Nicholas. 
“The poster came out and there it was: ‘The Boogie Brothers 
with Sister Sarah Brown’!” 

He still chafes at the slight, while laughing, decades 
afterward, “It was supposed to be Johnny Nicholas & the 
Boogie Brothers!” 

Separately, Brown and Nicholas ended up in Austin 
within the decade, but at that juncture, life in Ann Arbor

was joyous. Drumming for the Boogie Brothers was anoth- 
er friend, Fran Christina, future Fabulous Thunderbird. In 
that small town, Nicholas also met a Texan named 
Stephen Bruton. 

“Bruton was playing with Geoff Muldaur, who we were 
opening up for. Stephen and I became fast friends, used to 
exchange letters, before the cell phones and email. And 
that’s how I met Geoff, through Stephen. 

“Years later, the Texas Sheiks project came about because 
an old blues patron named Roger Kasle wanted to do some- 
thing to bring Stephen’s friends together when he got sick 
(see “Sheik to Sheik,” Feb. 19, 2010). And Stephen is how I 
ultimately connected with Bruce, Scrappy, and Chipman.” 
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Present Blues 

A cardboard box of ripe peaches rests on the end of the 
bar at the Saxon, a sure sign Johnny Nicholas is in the 
house. At stage right, Scrappy Jud Newcomb listens to his 
guitar, drummer John Chipman tests a snare, and first-call 
steel player Cindy Cashdollar sets up stage left. The load-in 
door opens; bright light streams into the room’s dim recess- 
es and across Chipman’s drum kit as Bruce Hughes hoists 
his bass onstage. Few seats are left in the audience by the 
time Nicholas steps onstage. 

Nicholas in performance is a call to action, a way of 
demanding attention to the music. He’s easy to watch, the 
handsome bluesman come calling, playing guitar, piano, 
and harmonica. Onstage, he brings authority to the blues: 
The kid who sought out Mississippi Fred McDowell, took a 
bus to meet Hubert Sumlin and Howlin’ Wolf, and became 
a man who played with Snooky Pryor and Big Walter 
Horton. Playing blues gave him the right stuff to join 
Asleep at the Wheel for their first Grammy, prompting his 
move to Austin in 1978. 

That move heralded a period of good fortune. Nicholas 
married his sweetheart in 1980, after which the couple 
opened up the Hill Top Cafe outside Fredericksburg and 
spent the next 20 years raising three sons. The restaurant 
was successful: enough to allow Nicholas to be picky about 
gigs and play in his own venue if he wanted, and release a 
string of fan favorites such as last year’s Future Blues. 

Then tragedy struck. Two weeks before Christmas 2001, 
their son Rio died at college, a death ruled as an accidental 
overdose by the Colorado School of Mines. 

“My son was murdered,” believes Johnny Nicholas. 

The college’s assessment rankled Nicholas. He knew 
drugs from years as a musician. The grief-struck parents 
reviewed the reports and found them lacking. Dissatisfied, 
the Nicholases filed suit against the school. In 2006, the suit 
was dismissed on a statute technicality. 

“There’s nothing worse than losing a child. It’s the open 
wound that never goes away.” 

Future Blues 

Johnny Nicholas slides into one of the Saxon’s chairs by 
the pool table. He tips back his hat, drapes an arm over the 
chairback, and nods as he talks. These are conversations 
he’s long had with friends, with family, with himself. He 
finds himself in a brotherhood, the fraternity of lifers 
bonded by friendships, history. 

“I have strong opinions about the state of the blues 
today,” he states. “Riture blues is to carry forward the soul 
of the blues. I call it ‘pre-Blues Brothers.’ No offense to 
those folks, but it kinda made me cringe. Yes, great musi- 
cians got to play in that band and make good money and be 
in a movie, but whether Belushi and Ackroyd knew it, they 
did a lot of damage to a great art form. If that sounds too 
harsh, I’m sorry. I can’t parse it any other way. 

“Real blues is spiritual. It’s Zen. You can’t flip a switch 
on and off it. That’s playing with the form. There’s a lot of 
Stevie Ray Vaughan wannabes who stole those licks with- 
out acknowledging where he got them. Stevie had the 
advantage of being around the real cats, sitting on the 
edge of the stage at Antone’s like we all did, watching 
Albert [King] and Hubert [Sumlin]. 

“Stevie understood those nuances and took the blues to 
his level. 

“Stevie had that greatness like Albert or B.B. that just 
shines through. A lot of artists call themselves blues bands 
and play the form, but are as far away from blues as any 
rock & roll band. Maybe further.” 

He stops talking for a moment. A fan stops by the table, 
wants to shake his hand, says thanks for the good blues. 
Johnny Nicholas is happy to acquiesce. 

“Call me a purist. I’m always the blues guy.” ■

Fiona Apple 

The Idler Wheel 
Is Wiser Than 
the Driver of 
the Screw and 
Whipping Cords 
Wiii Serve You 
More Than Ropes 
Wiii Ever Do (Epic) 

It’s not what’s missing so much as what’s 
taking its place. “I just want to feel every- 
thing,” intones Fiona Apple on Idler Wheel 
opener “Every Single Night,” thus tipping 
over a fourth album so narrowly focused on 
the L.A. songwriter’s dexterous piano work 
that you might forget how hard she once 
rocked. Apple’s first full-length in seven 
years comes drenched in percussion - she 
and producer/drummer Charley Drayton 
receive an alarming wealth of player credits 
- with “Regret” and “Daredevil” doing as 
much to showcase the sheer rawness of the 
singer’s delivery as the cool “Valentine” man- 
ages to delicately gloss over it on the other 
end. Splitting the difference is “Periphery,” 
a playful, “Paper Bag”-style mix of arpeg- 
gios and deep hooks that capture Apple’s 
perspective best. “I don’t appreciate people 
who don’t appreciate,” she sings as violent, 
whirlwind downstrokes work their way toward 
the song’s familiar center. Still the same 
Fiona Apple: bigger than “all the fishes in 
the sea.”

Chelle Rose 

Ghost of Browder 
Holier 

(UP Damsel) 

A decade plus 
is a long time to 
follow up a first 
album. To Chelle 
Rose, the years 
between 2000’s Nanahally River and the 
Ghost of Browder Holler were long enough for 
the Tennessee native to raise a family and 
have her muse return. Now, Ghost appears 
to be one of 2012’s memorable pleasures: 
leather tough (“Leona Barnett”), rocking 
(“Alimony”), and too real to be faked (“Browder 
Holler Boy’). Some of that authenticity comes 
from her accent, as flat and thick as Smoky 
Mountain clouds, and some from producer 
Ray Wylie Hubbard, who recorded her in Texas. 
All the elements meet in her songwriting, tight 
with storytelling (“Rufus Morgan”), and true 
blood pain (“Wild Violets Pretty”). While she 
doesn’t need the local raconteur to validate 
her craft, when Hubbard chimes in with, “Did 
you think that I’d forget you, how could I do 
that?” on raw, haunting opener “Browder 
Holler Boy,” it brings goose bumps.

The Lumineers 

(Dualtone) 

By now, compari- 
sons between this 
Denver Americana trio 
and UK folk-rockers 
Mumford & Sons are 
well documented. 

Both groups belong 
to the roots revival- 
ist movement flooding the indie conscious- 
ness, but there’s something more compelling 
about the Lumineers. For starters, there’s 
the sepia-toned aesthetic evoked by Neyla 
Pekarek’s soulful contributions on violin 
and mandolin, capturing both nostalgia and 
mourning in her bow on “Stubborn Love.” 
Frontman Wesley Schultz’s unpolished vocals, 
playing the ruffian to romance your prim prin- 
cess in “Classy Girls,” accomplishes much 
of the remaining heavy lifting, but there’s 
more: the shouts, the claps, the stomps. The 
general expansiveness of sound on songs 
like “Ho Hey” make this young group’s epony- 
mous debut uniquely American in all the best 
ways: gritty, determined, soaked in sweat 
and love and drive. There’s nothing precious 
or affected here, just three dedicated artists 
opening their hearts.

Smashing 
Pumpkins 

Oceania 

(Martha’s Music) 

Forget the 
cluttered cul- 
tural context that 
surrounds this 
once-monumental 
band. Oceania 
is a well-thought-out album with respect- 
able execution. Varied yet familiar, it hits 
marks on three key Pumpkin elements: 
sandpaper guitar, dynamic drumming, and 
compelling emotion with a grandeur that 
shows Billy Corgan still wants to be a hero. 
Forget that it’s probably the middle part of 
some overblown epic song set and enjoy 
it for what it is: 13 songs that try to break 
new ground, and generally succeed, while 
managing to sound like the Pumpkins we 
know rather than plastic studio production 
( Zeitgeist ). Opener “Quasar” charges hard 
with prog-metal poise and righteous coffee- 
shop poetry, while “The Celestials” recalls 
“Disarm” in instrumentation and pace, yet 
takes a happy tone in the refrain. The beau- 
tifully restrained “Pale Horse,” with a haunt- 
ing four-note lead and sticky chorus, is so 
good it glimpses Corgan’s 1993-1995 gold 
standard of songwriting.

The Beach Boys 
That’s why God Made the Radio 
(Capitol) 

Hatched in the wake of multiple 
intra-band lawsuits, That’s Why God 
Made the Radio ebbs and flows the 
Beach Boys’ most cohesive album 
since 1977’s Love You, the final LP that 
the Wilson brothers - Brian, Dennis, 
and Carl - collaborated on at a func- 
tioning peak. The lyricless “Think About 
the Days” opens as mission statement, 
surviving band members emerging with 
harmonies intact as last Wilson sibling 
Brian provides a Bacharach-like piano 
melody to set an autumnal mood. The 
gorgeous title track, co-written by Ides 
of March/Survivor founder Jim Peterik, 
is an unapologetic slice of radio nostalgia, the undertow of impending twilight giving the 
song even more emotional heft. Subsequent retrospectives won’t be complete without 
it. “Isn’t It Time” evokes the band’s mid-Seventies high points with clap-along charm, 
while the island-flavored “The Private Life of Bill and Sue” is Brian’s lightly humored dig 
at reality TV. The album sags toward the middle, but it never collapses. Even Mike Love 
acquits himself with the inoffensive “Daybreak Over the Ocean.” “Summer’s Gone” pro- 
vides a lush, elegiac climax that recalls “Caroline, No” on its slow fade to raindrops and 
wind chimes. This time, the end of a relationship is superseded by the end of life. If only 
all legacy-burnishing attempts could be this effective.

Bloom (Sub Pop) 

Beachwood Sparks 

The Tarnished Gold (Sub Pop) 

Sub Pop’s freshman class 
of new millennial pop, led by 
Beachwood Sparks and the Shins’ 

Oh, Inverted World, rebooted 
Seattle’s grunge imprint as a 
post-9/11 salve. The former L.A. 
quartet’s Sweetheart of the Rodeo 
ride peaked on its second of two 
initial albums, 2001’s Once We 
Were Trees, but on Tarnished Gold, 
the Beachwood Sparks’ reunion drowns in a 
bog of bad production and lesser material. 

Even when the Seventies Laurel Canyon sound 
turns heavier psychedelic (“Sparks Fly Again”) 
nothing catches fire under the LP’s soggy 
sound. “Mollusk” swims on a symphony of 
gauzy guitars headed by a pedal steel, and the 
title track is delicate enough with more billowy, 
steel-lined clouds, but the lyrics are as weighty 
as aerosol, and no one’s besting Calexico with 


“No Queremos Oro.” United with said 
foursome at the nadir of pop malfea- 
sance, Baltimore duo Beach House 
suffers its first sophomore slump on 
fourth LP Bloom, recorded in Texas, 
but not nearly so grand beyond the 
trademark minor chord melancholy 
of opener “Myth.” Victoria Legrand’s 
wondrously androgynous delivery 
camouflages the mulch at first, but 
by third track “Lazuli,” the sonic haze 
has gotten so thick as to render 
each song a blur. Melodies, hooks, 
and choruses evince Beach House’s 
candy core, but the nonexistent separation of 
sound makes the Blooming disc sound as if 
it’s filtered through a dryer vent. “On the Sea” 
points the way to how revelatory an untreated 
piano could be to the band, but by then you 
can’t hum or even name a single tune - hid- 
den track included. Stick with recent Sub 
Pop prize Fear Fun from Father John Misty - 
there’s no day at the beach here.

Frank Ocean Channel Orange (Def Jam) 

Usher. R. Kelly. A D’Angelo revival in the works. 2012 is 
shaping up as quite a year for R&B. Inciting the highest cel- 
ebration is Odd Future affiliate Frank Ocean and his major-label 
debut Channel Orange, an ethereal, embattled, and introspec- 
tive work that puts everything in its right place in exactly the 
right form. There’s a “Start” and there’s an “End,” and a decid- 
ed middle in “Crack Rock” that leads into Channel Orange’s 
darker, more truthful half. There’s Earl Sweatshirt (“Super Rich 
Kids”), Andre 3000 (“Pink Matter”), and even John Mayer on an 
interlude (“White”), though you’d hardly know it without picking up the liner notes. Then there’s 
Ocean, a relentless, conflicted talent who owns retro soul (“Fertilizer”), bites Mary J. Blige 
(“Super Rich Kids”), and gets sexual (“Pyramids,” “Bad Religion,” “Thinkin’ Bout You”) without 
straining to fit it all in. It’s a headphone masterpiece that bangs on shelf speakers. It’s every- 
thing. (Tonight’s Frank Ocean show at La Zona Rosa, Thursday, July 19, is sold out.)

SEEING ISN'T BELIEVING 

Japanese Scientists, Overperforming: 

1) Researchers at the University of Tokyo 
Graduate School of Information Science and 
Technology have developed goggles that can 
enlarge the image of a bite of food so that 
the eater might fool himself into thinking he 
has consumed more than he has (and thus, 
that his hunger might dissipate sooner). The 
software is so sophisticated, they said, that 
the food carrier (a fork, or the eater’s hand) is 
not transformed and appears at normal size. 
In basic tests, according to a June report 
from Agence France-Presse, a 50% increase in 
imagined cookie size reduced actual con- 
sumption by 9 percent. 2) Prolific inventor 
Nobuhiro Takahashi announced in May that 
he had created silicone-and-foam robot but- 
tocks that can clench, twitch, or protrude 
when probed (primarily for training proctology 
students to deal with patient anxiety). 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

In May, two members of the Senate intelli- 
gence oversight committee requested the 
total number of U.S. citizens who have been 
legally spied upon (by phone calls, email, 
etc.) since 2008 by the National Security 
Agency, but the NSA’s inspector general said 
he was prohibited from answering. To go back 
through agency records, he said, would vio- 
late the privacy rights of those spied-upon 
U.S. citizens, which the agency cannot do 
without a judicial warrant. 

Well-put: While pushing for an Oklahoma 
state Senate bill authorizing the freedom to 
openly carry guns (which eventually passed), 
Sen. Ralph Shortey explained in a March com- 


mittee hearing that an incident from his past 
had convinced him of the need for unconcealed 
firearms. “I was in oil and gas. I was out on a 
lease at one time, and I got attacked by a tur- 
key. Wait until you get attacked by a turkey. You 
will know the fear that a turkey can invoke in a 
person. And so I beat it with a club. That was all 
I could do. And [then] I started carrying a gun in 
my truck after that, without a license, because I 
didn’t want to get attacked by a mountain lion.” 

IRONIES 

Car Karma: Jerry Patterson suffered a road- 
rage pummeling on June 12, at the hands of 
three men who beat him into unresponsive- 
ness on the side of 1-5 in Los Angeles, with 
the incident captured on cell phone video by a 
passing motorist. Six days earlier, Patterson 
had himself been arrested for allegedly admin- 
istering his own road-rage beatdown on anoth- 
er motorist, who suffered two black eyes. 

Generally, air bags save lives - but appar- 
ently not Ronald Smith’s. According to a coro- 
ner’s inquest in Darlington, England, in May, 
Smith’s air bag deployed, but in the process 
was cut open on jagged glass, which forced a 
rush of the bag’s gas and talcum powder 
(used as a lubricant by many manufacturers) 
into his lungs. Smith soon afterward devel- 
oped fatal bronchial pneumonia from inhaling 
the substances. 

THE WAY THE WORLD WORKS 

Sentencing statutes and guidelines general- 
ly assign heavier penalties to those more cul- 
pable for criminal enterprise - but not always. 
Houston grandmother Elisa Castillo, then 53, 
was convicted in 2009 of conspiracy after 


smuggling a ton of cocaine from Mexico, and 
was sentenced to life in prison without the 
possibility of parole (a penalty authorized by 
statute), despite substantial evidence that 
she was a minor figure and had a previously 
clean criminal record. According to a May 
Houston Chronicle investigation, several high- 
er-up drug smugglers, including those on law- 
enforcement’s “most wanted” lists, have 
received much lighter prison terms than 
Castillo’s, precisely because - being so high 
up - they have inside information that they 
can bargain with prosecutors over. Castillo, 
relatively insignificant, had nothing to trade. 

WE TAKE CARE OF OUR OWN 

1) After Nechemya Weberman, prominent in 
the Brooklyn, N.Y., ultra-Orthodox Jewish com- 
munity, was accused of 88 counts of sexual 
misconduct (against underage girls and oth- 
ers), the district attorney arrested four men 
and charged them with using extortion and 
bribery ($500,000 worth) to silence one 
accuser and her boyfriend. The Hasidic com- 
munity is deeply split on whether “outsiders” 
(like district attorneys, for example) should 
judge its members. 2) British officials perhaps 
have the opposite problem, having been 
recently accused of failing to prosecute alleged 
pedophiles in a Greater Manchester-area Asian 
gang for fear of offending Asians. Police told 
the Daily Telegraph that as many as 50 girls 
had been recruited for sex by the gangs, but 
one victim’s advocate said police were “petri- 
fied” at the thought of being called racist and 
thus “reverted to ... political correctness.” 

UPDATE 

When last we left America’s most prolific lit- 
igant, Jonathan Lee Riches (in October 2010), 
he was serving 10 years in prison for stealing 
credit card numbers after achieving Guinness 
Book notoriety for having filed at least 3,800 
fanciful lawsuits, mostly involving public fig- 
ures. He was released on April 30, and appar- 
ently rehabilitation was out of the question. 
Within days, he had sued the Kardashian Klan 
women for a variety of imagined ills including 
their forcing Riches to steal clothing for them 
from Saks Fifth Avenue and Target. Kim 
Kardashian was also sued for having spilled 
Riches’ McFlurry drink on his head, and Khloe 
was asked to answer for stealing Riches’ 
Whopper sandwich and ramming Riches’ 

Aston Martin with her Volvo. Other post- 
release litigation initiated by Riches implicates 
Kanye West, Bruce Jenner, Charlie Sheen, and 
an al Qaeda training camp in West Virginia. 

RECURRING THEMES 

Once again, there has emerged an alleged 
child-pornography trader who does not fit the 
profile. Wealthy Dallas socialite Erika Perdue, 
41, was arrested in June and, in a search of 
her mansion, police found hundreds of images 
and videos, including some depicting what 
authorities consider the worst kind of child 
porn. WFAA-TV reported that Perdue confessed 
to having traded child porn online since 1999.

Day Trips

The Selena Museum in Corpus Christi 
resembles what the singer’s attic might 
have looked like if she had lived long 
enough to acquire one. The collection of 
photos, clothes, and trophies are a remind- 
er of a voice silenced much too early. 

Even to someone with only a passing 
interest in her music, the hallmarks of her 
life will impress as documents of her career 
on the rise. In the center of the museum 
glows the 1994 Grammy Award that solidi- 
fied her title as The Queen of Tejano Music. 

With her music playing in the background, 
the room spins with Selena memorabilia: 
four Gold Records and three Platinum 
awards. She was the first female Tejano 
music artist to have an album achieve gold 
status, and to have five No. 1 singles. 

In a corner of the museum, hidden 
behind the towering accolades, is a faded 
photo of 8-year-old Selena Quintanilla sing- 
ing at a backyard party with her brothers 
and sister. And then in 1995, at the age of 
23, the dream ended. 

The Selena Museum is at 5410 Leopard 
St. in Corpus Christi, near the junction of 
1-37 and Padre Island Dr. The museum is 
open Monday through Friday, 10am to 
4pm. Admission is $3. A life-sized statue 
of Selena, Mirador de la Flor, stands at the 
Peoples St. T-head, on 502 N. Shoreline. 
She is buried at the Seaside Memorial 
Park at 4357 Ocean Dr.

The Austin Aztex finished the regular 
season Saturday with what turned out to 
be a meaningless 1-0 loss in New Orleans; 
they’re off to Ocala, Fla., this weekend for 
the Premier Development League 
Southern Conference playoffs, where they 
face the host, Ocala Stampede, Friday, 
7pm. The other semifinal pits the Orlando 
City U23s against the Laredo Heat, and 
the winners face off Sunday, 4pm, for the 
Southern Conference title. If they survive 
that, the Aztex would have a chance to host 
the national semifinals the weekend of July 
27-29; the PDL Championship game fol- 
lows on Saturday, Aug. 4. 

The Aztex put up some big numbers in 
the regular season - ranking fourth in the 
73-team league in scoring (40 goals) and 
goal differential (+27), and tied for sixth for 
fewest goals allowed (13). They also led the 
Southern Conference in each of those cate- 
gories; let’s hope that means something in 
the playoffs... Former Aztex forward 
Sullivan Silva, now with the Thunder Bay 
Chill, led the PDL in scoring with 13 goals 
and 6 assists.

The Dark Knight Rises

Despite the fact that Warner Bros, inexpli- 
cably opted to hold the press screening in 
a tiny, non-IMAX theatre replete with some 
truly awful sound issues, the epic finale to 
Christopher Nolan’s Batman trilogy is just 
that: epic. Watching all three films in order, 
as I did, drives home not only how tightly 
constructed the trilogy is, but also how the 
characters of both Bruce Wayne (Bale) and 
his cowled alter-ego act as an uncannily 
accurate mirror of their corresponding cul- 
tural Zeitgeist. I said once before that every 
generation gets the superhero it deserves, 
and Nolan’s darkest of dark knights is 
surely ours - and no more so than in this 
current incarnation. (Granted, this doesn’t 
bode well for society, but hey, things are 
bleak all over.) 

It’s been eight years since Batman took 
the fall for the death of Gotham D.A. Harvey 
Dent (aka Two-Face, aka Aaron Eckhart) 
and the murder of A.D.A./love interest 
Rachel Dawes. In the interim, Wayne 
has abandoned the cape and become a 
Howard Hughes-like recluse, physically and 
psychically broken, a shadow of his for- 
mer self. Batman remains, in the eyes of 
Gotham’s finest, Public Enemy No. 1. Only 
Commissioner Gordon (Oldman) knows the 


actual circumstances of Dent’s demise, 
and he’s not talking. Enter Bane (Hardy), 
a gargantuan disciple (like Bruce Wayne) 
of Ra’s al Ghul’s apocalyptically inclined 
League of Shadows (see Batman Begins for 
background). Sporting a muzzlelike respira- 
tor and a physique that’d give Mad Max's 
Humongous a run for his money, Bane 
and his kamikaze henchmen take Gotham 
hostage with a nuclear device originally 
developed by Wayne Industries as a green 
energy source. (The film overflows with grim 
irony and even more brazenly pessimistic 
metaphors.) There’s far more to the story 
- not least of which is Anne Hathaway’s 
slinkily kickass Catwoman (who more than 
makes up for Halle Berry’s disastrous one- 
off turn in the role) - but I’ll steer clear of 
spoilers/explanations here. Suffice it to 
say that Batman does indeed rise to the 
challenge, albeit with a palpably aching 
physicality that belies the flat, black mask 
and Lucius Fox’s (Freeman) ever-expanding 
arsenal of justice. 

What’s really interesting about Nolan’s 
capstone to the series is its obvious nod 
to the duplicity, or derangement, of populist 
politicians whose promises of less govern- 
ment and more freedom lead, ultimately, to 



mob rule and the unleashing of an utterly 
nihilistic brand of self-devouring anarchy. 
Bane expounds at length on his “liberation” 
of Gotham from the wealthy elite, but it’s 
just a ruse easily swallowed by the gull- 
ible “rabble.” He comes to bury the good 
people of Gotham, not to praise them, and 
under his rule the forces of law and order 
(not to mention compassion and mercy) are 
equated with weakness and a twisted sort 
of moral bankruptcy. 

Nolan, a Brit, has made a comic-book film 
that doubles as a commentary on contem- 


porary American society. It’s something of 
a warped mirror image of the equally dark 
but ultimately more hopeful adaptation of 
Alan Moore’s V for Vendetta. I suspect the 
timing of the film’s release - in the middle 
of a seriously unhinged election year - is no 
coincidence. Or maybe it is. No matter. The 
film can be read in any number of ways, and 
almost certainly will be. What you’ll hear 
very little argument about is how adroitly 
The Dark Knight Rises wraps up the trilogy, 
with thunderous action set-pieces to spare, 
and darkness to burn.

The Amazing Spider-Meh is a better-suited title for 
Marvel’s reboot of Sam Raimi’s original, far superior 
trilogy. Brit Garfield, taking over the role from Tobey 
Maguire, redefines the arachno-human Peter Parker 
as part put-upon high school mensch and part unlik- 
able dick. In the care of his Uncle Ben (Sheen) and 
Aunt May (Field), the young Mr. Parker is bitten by that 
pesky spider once again while on his way to a labora- 
tory, and soon finds himself able to take out subway 
cars full of thugs and walk on ceilings. This incarna- 
tion of Spider-Man has a pessimistic, decidedly dark 
tone, which befits our age of self-perpetuating anxiety, 
but makes the overlong running time a total bummer.

A dreamily accurate depiction of a fierce little 
girl caught fast in events of tremendous import and 
then tempest-tossed by dizzying waves of danger 
and discombobulation, Beasts of the Southern Wild, 
from first-time director Benh Zeitlin, sticks like muci- 
lage to the viewpoint of its protagonist, six-year-old 
Hushpuppy (Wallis). Living an almost feral existence 
on a wild, low-lying island off the Louisiana coast 
known as the Bathtub, Hushpuppy narrates her own 
vivid life story with no discernible sense of past, nor 
much more than a shadowy, ominous future.

Several good comedic jabs are 
delivered along the way, but the film’s overall pace 
is fitful and its targets soft. Opting here for scripted 
comedy rather than the guerrilla tactics of Borat, 
Baron Cohen plays warmongering Admiral General 
Omar Aladeen, the despotic ruler of the fictional 
country of Wadiya. At his side is Tamir (Kingsley), who 
plots to overthrow Aladeen by having him summoned 
to the United Nations and assassinated.

A climactic 
speech on the lessons Western democracy might 
learn from Middle Eastern despotism offers moments 
of pure brilliance, but it also illustrates exactly what 
the film is missing: barbs that aim for the comedic 
bull’s-eye.

Berlin-born Alexander Hacke has been one of the guiding forces behind 
seminal German noise auteurs Einsturzende Neubauten since he joined forces 


with Blixa Bargeld at the tender age of 15. That was 32 years 
ago and the interim has seen the toppling of the Berlin Wall, the 
obliteration of the Soviet Union, and a world thrown into a literal 
form of industrial chaos that - fittingly, frighteningly - echoes 
Neubauten’s deconstructionist discord. 

Hacke’s latest endeavor is based on a 65-minute film by his 
partner Danielle de Picciotto, which chronicles the final night of 
her time spent in New York City at the end of the Eighties. 

“She was invited to a farewell dinner which ended in a catastro- 
phe. Some really twisted and horrible stuff happened,” explains 
Hacke. “Twenty years later, she did an experimental short movie 
to combine her experiences on that tragic night into art. 

“Since then we’ve expanded the short into a longer, silent 
movie that we travel with, and for which we create a new sound- 
track every time we perform it.” 


Joined in Austin by Swans/Foetus/Teenage Jesus & the Jerks collabo- 
rator Algis Kizys, Hacke says they intend to release a DVD that marries 
multiple audio tracks to de Picciotto’s silent (albeit narrated, live) film. 

So what determines the actual score for any given screening? 

“The narrative dictates certain forms and moods for the evening,” 
says Hacke, “but we’ve already come up with several different inter- 
pretations of this script, so to speak. We’re recording them all and 
they’re all completely unique. 

“We recorded recently in London, Ontario, with the Nihilist Spasm 
Band, which is the oldest noise group on the planet. They’ve been 
around since 1965, the year that I was born, and have been playing 
every Monday since then!” 

What’s Hacke listening to when he’s not making his own clamor- 
ous noise? 

“I love Gillian Welch and bluegrass music,” he confesses, before 
adding, “but I love Cannibal Corpse, too.” - Marc Savlov
